THE ADVANCE IN LITHARGE AND 
RED LEAD. 


One of the effects of the steady ad- 
vance in the price of pig lead has been 
to cause a rise in the price of both red 
lead and litharge. The local manufac- 
turers of these pigments have had in the 
past an understanding among them- 
selves, which did not amount to a 
combination, whereby prices were 
maintained at remunerative figures. 
Not long since a Western manufac- 
turer, stretching out for new channels 
through which to dispose of his pro- 
duct, entered into competition with 
one of the local makers. He worked 
the field so actively as to cripple the 
trade of the Eastern man, who being 
bound by the terms of his agreement 
with the other local manufacturers, 
could not successfully compete. In 
order that he might retain his trade he 
withdrew from the Eastern agreement, 
and this virtually made an open mar- 
ket. The breach occurred at the time 
when the lead corroders were in 
session here last month, and it was 
sought to bring the matter beforethem 
with the intention of making red lead 
and litharge articles over the prices of 
which the National White Lead Asso- 
ciation should have jurisdiction. But 
the interest was considered too small, 
and as comparatively few of the cor- 
roders were also oxidizers, they de- 
clined to complicate matters more by 
taking upon themselves the responsi- 
bility of regulating the prices of red 


lead and litharge, and of settling 
differences between the manufacturers. 

From that time until last week there 
was practically an open market for 
these articles, The various manufac- 
turers adhered as closely as possible to 
the prices existing under the former 
agreement, cutting only where compe- 
tition between the sections rendered it 
necessary. Last week, it was an- 
nounced, and so reported by us, that 
the Western manufacturers had agreed 
upon a schedule of prices, and an 
effort was made at once to revive the 
Eastern agreement and make an 
advance in prices, It has not yet 
been officially announced that the 
local manufacturers have combined or 
rather agreed upon a price, but it 
seems quite certain that a satisfactory 
understanding has been arrived at, 
for prices have been uniformly ad- 
vanced by all the manufacturers to 
five and three-quarter cents for litharge 
and six cents for redlead. Atthesame 
time it is probable that any agreement 
made by the local oxidizers contains a 
provision, permitting the local manu- 
facturer before referred to, to meet 
Western competition in such a manner 
as he shall see fit, even if it should be 
necessary to cut prices.

A BOOM IN PETROLEUM EX- 
CHANGE STOCK. 


Less than one week ago seats in the 
Consolidated Stock and Petroleum 
Exchange were quoted at less than 
$450. To-day they are worth $925, al- 
though as high as $975 has been paid 
in one or two instances, within the 
past three days, for memberships. The 
stock business at this popular board 
has grown with phenomenal rapidity. 
On an average 80,000 shares of railroad 
stocks are handled daily. The average 
daily sales of bonds exceed $125,000. 
Mining stocks and miscellaneous secu- 
rities are also largely dealt iv. 

The Exchange makes the oil market 
of the country, and its ‘daily trausac- 
tions are more than double those of all 
the other Exchanges combined. De- 
cidedly the Consolidated Stock and 
Petroleum Exchange has entered upon 
a new lease of prosperity. So much 
business has it diverted from Wall 
street that the big Stock Exchange 
with its $30,000 seats,is greatly concern- 
ed astoitsfuture. Several Stock Ex 
change members have already disposed 
of their high priccd memberships and 
east their lot with the growing Ex- 
change. There is serious talk of listing 
oil in the Stock Exchange. The Pro- 
duce Exchange, which tried to steal 
the speculative oil business of New 
York, has long since given up the fight. 
At present there are twenty-nine ap- 
plications for memberships and the de- 
mand for seats increases as the hours 
roll by. Evidently the Consolidated 
Stock and Petroleum Exchange has a 
glorious future before it. 





A MARKET FOR PEANUT OIL. 


After various efforts to discover a 
consumptive outlet for peanut oil in 
this market, a house in this city has 
succeeded in finding a steady trade for 
the articleas a salad dressing, substi- 
tute for olive oil and for certain pur- 
poses in the confectioners’ line. It has 
been asserted that peanut oil could not 
be imported under a cost of one dollar 
per gallon including a duty of twenty- 
five per cent., but we have seen sam- 
ples of prime oil from a recent importa- 
tion of one hundred and fifty barrels, 
which will compare favorably with 
the best peanut oil,and this lot has 
been offering at seventy cents from 
dock or five cents additional per gallon 
from store. The nuts from which this 
oil is expressed ccme from Hindoostan 
and the coast of Africa, the yield being 
much larger than from American pea- 
nuts. The crushingis principally done 
in France and it is claimed that con- 
siderable oil is furnished by Marseilles 
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to ‘Wiehe the place of cottonseed oil in 
that and other countries, 

It is stated that good peanut oil 
cannot be manufactured in the United 
States for less than one dollar per gal- 
lon, owing to the high price of nuts, 
small percentage of oil and cost of 
labor. The annual crop of nuts would 
have to be largely increased to admit 
of their use for oil purposes, as the 
supply seldom exceeds consumption. 

It was only last May that the Rz- 
PORTER announced a foreign outlet 
for American peanut oil which is still 
an unknown article in this market, 
and certain exporters were then en- 
deavoring to supply foreign demands 
at good figures, but the situation has 
since changed and instead of American 
brands being in request abroad, the 
foreign article finds a trade here as 
stated above. As it comes in direct 
competition with the better quality of 
refined cottonseed oil, the difference in 
price will continue to be in favor of 
the latter and as to being a partial 
substitute for salad olive oil, consumn- 
ers are the judges.

THE POSITION OF GAMBIER, 


The statement of stocks and the 
movement of gambier, as given by 
Messrs. Russell & Higginson’s monthly 
circular, shows a considerable excess 
in the visible supply to July 1st as 
compared with lest year. There are 
on the spot 7,768 bales and to arrive 
between April 25th and June 25th, 
26,200, a total of 33,968 bales, against 
26,000 at the same date in 1885. The 
increase in consumption which is in- 
dicated this year will, it is expected, 
absorb much more than the surplus 
here shown, and it is confidently be- 
lieved that at the end of the year there 
will be a considerable shortage. The 
market at present is in a very strong 
position. The stock on the spot and 
the arrivals expected next month are 
under control. There was, however, 
said to have been no speculation in the 
purchases which effected this concen- 
tration, the buyers being dealers who 
have a legitimate consumptive outlet 
for their holdings. They confidently 
believe that the demand from con- 
sumers will duriug the next month or 
two absorb all this stock and more too, 
and they have prepared themselves for 
it. At any rate there is a very strong 
tone to the market and if prices do not 
further advance, as some think they 
are likely to do, there is not much 
probability of a depreciation in values 
for some time to come.

THE DECREASED TRADE IN 
SESAME OIL. 

There is prebably vo imported vege- 
table oil which shows such a decline 
in business during the past few months 
as sesame oil, which is principally 
used in the manufacture of oleomar- 
garine butter and for salad purposes, 
either as an accompaniment to olive 
and cottonseed oils, or as a direct sub- 
stitute. The importations tell the 
tale in solid facts. The following 
figures show the total recceipts at the 
New York port alone for the years 
named :

As will be seen, there was an increase 
in 1884 of 60,421 gallons over the pre- 
vious year and adecrease last year of 
over one million gallons. This is 
mainly attributed to the demoraliza- 
tion in the oleomargarine industry, 
incident to the prosecutions in differ- 
ent States and the strong attempt to 
prohibit the manufacture of artificial 
butter. The decreased sales may also 
be laid at the door of cheaper substi- 
tutes and the declining tendency in all 
classes of vegetable and animal oils. 
The market for sesame oil has been 
devoid of important fluctuations, 
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eighty cents still being the price for 


jobbing lots from store. 

Last year an effort was made to 
manufacture the oil here from im- 
ported seed, several parties having 
feceived liberal offers of seed from 
foreign houses, but the comparatively 
small consumption of oil in the United 
States deterred those interested from 
engaging in the new enterprise of 
competing with Cuba and other coun- 
tries in crushing sesame seed.

A WAR ON ARSENIC, 


For several days last week the com- 
mittee on public health of the Massa- 
chusetts legislature were engaged in- 
vestigating the uses and abuses of 
arsenic, in recognition of a petition 
presented to the Assembly for legisla- 
tion to prohibit the manufacture and 
sale of wall papers containing poison- 
ous substances. The whole inquiry 
was directed to arsenic and several ex- 
pert chemists were on hand to give 
their testimony, which was chiefly 
against the use of that poison. One of 
these experts said that of one hundred 
and twenty-six wall papers examined 
by him, twenty-six contained more 
arsenic than is allowed by English 
chemists, fifty contained arsenic in 
smaller quantities and only fifty were 
free fromit. This statement was fol- 
lowed by the reading of several letters 
covering many cases of arsenical poi- 
soning. It was claimed that the con- 
tact of arsenical compounds attacked 
the various membranes of the eye, 
throat, mouth and stomach, after 
which the nervous system was under- 
mined, the results being shown in ner- 
vous headaches and all sorts of neural- 
gia. All these symptoms ceased or 
decreased when the sufferer left the 
house containing the arsenical papers. 

A draft of a bill was submitted pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of 
wall papers containing more than one 
fourteenth of a grain of arsenic to the 
square yard, and permitting the sale 
of such papers containing not more 
than the amouut specified. Another bill 
was presented prohibiting more than 
one one-hundredth of a grain to the 
square foot, and prescribing a heavy 
penalty for any violation. Next Fri- 
day has been appointed as the day to 
hear remonstrances against the pro- 
posed restrictions on the use of arsenic 
in that one department of trade. 

This agitation is in danger of being 
extended to other branches of trade. 
Arsenic is found in other fabrics be- 
sides wall papers, including glazed 
papers used in kindergartens, green 
papers for making boxes and wrapping 
lozenges, hosiery, carpets, calico, cre- 
tonnes, &c. The wall paper industry 
in this instance is the only point of 
attack, and it would seem to be 
prompted by jealousy on the part of 
rivals. It is rather late inthe day to 
make the discovery that arsenic is used 
in the manufacture of wall papers and 
that in isolated cases it is thought to 
be injurious to health.

THE TRADE IN POPPY OIL. 


Although poppy seed oil is imported 
free of duty, its sale is still restricted 
to comparatively small limits, which 
is probably due more to the high 
prices asked than to any other cause, 
the present quotations being seventy 
and seventy-five cents per gallon. The 
movement for the past three years has 
been irregular. During 1883 the total 
importations at this port were fifty- 
four packages, but the receipts were 
greatly increased during the following 
twelve months by the arrival of one 
hundred and thirty-eight packages 
containing 50,244 gallons. Last year 
only recorded forty-seven packages, 
the decrease being on account of the 
large receipts previously. 

Poppy seed oil is not intended to 
take the place of linseed oil, being only 
employed in a limited way in grinding 
zinc, mixing certain paints, artists’ 























































colors and tube colors, with white 
goods as a specialty. It comes here 
from Marseilles where it is almost ex- 
clusively known and used as a paint 
oil. Some time ago it was thought 
that the customs officers were deceived 
by linseed oil being imported under 
the guise of poppy oil, but investiga- 
tion at the time did not confirm the 
belief, as the character of the two oils 
is different. 
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ARE FERTILIZER ANALYSES RE- 
LIABLE? 

Considerable comment has been 
caused by the publication in certain 
Southern papers under the heading of 
‘*fraud” of a list of fertilizers reported 
by the department of agriculture to be 
deficient in one or more constituents. 
A number of the fertilizers analyzed 
by the South Carolina State chemist 
had fallen short of the guarantee, in 
some cases being short of the amount 
of ammonia and in others short of the 
amount of phesphoric acid claimed by 
the manufacturers. But the goods 
falling off in one ingredient were in 
nearly every instance of greater com- 
mercial value than what was claimed 
by the manufacturers. This fact was 
either ignored or not explained by the 
papers, the readers being left to draw 
their own conclusions. The agricul- 
tural department requires manufactu- 
rers to brand their minimum guarantee 
of ammonia, phosphoric acid and pot- 
ash on every bag of fertilizers sold and 
a fixed valuation is given by the chem- 
ist to each ingredient. The inspectors 
travel about the South drawing sam- 
ples of the different fertilizers they 
meet with: these are sealed and sent 
tothe State chemist who makes his 
analyses and reports the results to the 
commissioner who publishes them and 
those falling below the manufacturers’ 
analyses on the bags have this year 
been printed in italics, which caused 
all the hubbub. A well known chem- 
ist in Charleston has been appealed to, 
and in a communication he says it is 
vot in human power to mix fertilizers 
either by hand or by machinery, using 
either the wet or dry process, and pro- 
duce goods that will be uniform in 
composition as to every ounce, or such 
quantities as are taken for the actual 
analytical operations; further that it 
is not possible for the most skillful 
chewist living to obtain the same per- 


centages throughout from one, two or 
a dozen analyses of samples drawn 


even from a single ton of the average 
commercial fertilizers. 

It is justly contended that a defici 
ency in one constituent should be off- 
set by the excess in others, provided 
such deficiency is reasonable and not 
beyond the range of variation em- 
braced in the discussion. The fact 
that the deficiency is slight and the 
commercial value greater than the 
guarantee ought to prove says the 
Charleston authority, that the manu- 
facturer has given a more valuable 
article than he guaranteed. Under 
these conditions, there is no proof of a 
desire on the part of the manufactu- 
rer to furnish an inferior article or that 
other lots corresponded exactly with 
the results of the single analysis. The 
adoption of a uniform law by the dif- 
ferent States, relative to branding, 
analyses and the sale of fertilizers, is 
now being warmly agitated in the 
South toavoid confusion and misrep- 
resentation. It is also desired to have 
the number of official analyses greatly 
multiplied, so as to enhance the safety 
of the manufacturer and the protec- 
tion of the farmer. State chemists re- 
quire more money to do this, as they 
are now limited to a niggardly course 
of falseeconomy. It is not to the in- 
terest of manufacturers to place an in- 
ferior fertilizer upon the market; they 
need protectiou as well as the consum- 
ers, and the agricultural department 
should see that justice is done.

TARIFF. 

Last Friday was the day set for 
glass manufacturers to appear before 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
Congress and protest against the tariff 
bill introduced by Mr. Morrison, in 
which a radical change is made in the 
duty on glass and glassware. It was 
expected that the window glass man- 
ufacturers would be well represented 
by an influential committee to venti- 
late the views of the trade on that 
subject, but they were conspicuous by 
their absence, and manufacturers de- 
nied in the Pittsburg press that they 
had sent any representatives to Wash- 
ington. They evidently mean to ig- 
nore Mr. Morrison and his bill on the 
presumption that the measure will 
be defeated by the pressure of public 
opinion against it.

At the annual convention of the Flax 
Growers Association iu Chicago a few 
days ago the cropof flaxseed raised 
during the past season was placed 
at twelve million bushels on an acreage 
of one million, which would make the 
average twelve bushels to the acre. 
The chairman claimed that with the 
above figures the United States came 
next to Russia in the acreage plated, 
with India to keep us company as 
representing the only two countries in 
the world which raise flax for the 
seed only, but ignoring the Argentine 
Republic. Anestimate of the average

of this it is stated that Russia pro- 
duces from two million, acres.

OUR TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUN. - 
TRIES FOR SEVEN MONTHS.

in 1885 shows a material gain, and 
there is a correspondigg increase for 
the seven months, indicating a very 
gratifying growtb ia. that branch of 
our trdde. On the other hand our ex- 
ports have fallen off materially, being 
fully twenty-nime per cent. less, for the 
month of January and fifteen percent. 
for the seven months, In the increased . 
receipts and decreased shipmeate.., 
drugs, paints, oils, &c. play. an impor- 
tant part. There was a notable in- 
crease in the imports of alizarine dur- 
ing the month of January, owing 
probably to the low prices which have 
lately prevailed, and in _ the 
preceding six. months there was 
also a largq gain. The imports 
for the month were 208,469 Ibs ; 


‘against 145,520 in January last year. . 


The imports of cinchona bark de- - 
creased over thirty-five per cent. ing 
January but the figures for the severw 
months show a large surplus in favor 
of this year. There were over fifty per 
cent. less of cochineal received in Jan- 
uary than in that month last year, and 
the total for the seven months show a 
decrease of 78,885 lbs. or thirteen per 
cent. There was a decrease of 53,300 
lbs. in the January imports of gum 
arabic but the seven months total 
shows a gain of about 30,000 Ibs. Last 
year we imported no camphor in Jan- 
uary and this year we received 7,792 
lbs. but there is still a shortage of 865,- 
197 lbs, in the imports for the seven 
months compared with those of the 
corresponding period last year. While 
the imports of cutch and gawbier 
show a decrease of 1,117,873 Ibs. in Jan- 
uary, or over seventy-five per cent., the 
total for the seven months shows a gain 
of 5,600,000 Ibs. or about fifty per cent, 
The imports of licorice root have 
largely increased, those for January 
showing a gain of seventy-five per cent. 
over the same mouth in 1885 and for 
the seven months an increase of over 
fifty per cent. An increase of 8,000,000! 
lbs. is noted in the receipts of muriate 
of potash, most of which was gained in 
January. There is a decided falling 
off in the receipts of quinine and quinia 
salts for the seven months, though the 
difference is not more than two and 
three-quarter per cent. between the 
imports of January this year 
and those of that month in 1:65.

of soda in January although last 
year, in that month 1,782,000 lbs were 
received. The decrease of imports for 
the seven months is about 331-3 per 
cent. The imports of phosphates for 
fertilizing purposes increased 50 per 
cent. 
ports of free, fixed or expressed oils 
decreased fully 80 percent, though the 
decrease for the year is but 25 per cent. 
There is a decrease of 44 per cent in the 
imports of dyewood extracts and de- 
coctions, but an increase of 926.316 lbs. 
for the seven months. The imports of 
opium increased 126,084 lbs. in the 
seven months but showed a decrease 
of 1,876 pounds in January. The in- 
crease in the imports of bicarbonate, 
carbonate, caustic, and sal soda in 
January was 1,456,956 pounds. The 
increase in the value of perfumery, 
cosmetics, etc., imported in January 
was 14 per cent, while for the 
seven months the decrease was about 
8 percent. The imports of paints and 
colors show a gain of 25 per cent and a 
corresponding increase for the seven 
months. There were only 16,514 bush- 
els of linseed imported in January, 
against 254,215 bushels the same month 
last year, and the total for the seven 
months shows a falling off of nearly 50 
per cent. 

There were $4,917 more of acid ex- 
ported in January than in that month 
last year, but the exports for the seven 
months were valued at $53,150 less than 
those of the corresponding period in 
1885. We shipped about 40 per cent 
less potash and pearl ash in the seven 
months than in the same time the pre- 
ceding year, but the exports of January 
show very little decrease. Our exports 
of fertilizers decreased about 5,000 tons 
in January but show a healthy increase 
for the seven months. There wasa 
gain of 9,118 pounds in the exports of 
glucose in January and 225,000 pounds 
in the seven months. The shipments 
of rosin decreased 35 per cent in Janu- 
ary and those of spirits of turpentine 
16 per cent. Weshipped about 40 per 
cent less lard oil in January and 
about 45 per cent more whale 
and sperm than in that month 
last year. The shipments of crude 
petroleum were 36 per cent. less in 
January than in the corresponding 
month in 1585 and about 4 per cent. 
less in the seven months. The increase 
in the exports of illuminating oils in 
January was a little over 30 per cent. 
but in the seven months they decreased 
10 per cent. The decrease for the 
month of January in the exports of 
lubricating oil was in about the same 
rates as the decrease for the preceding 
six months. The decrease in the Jan- 
uary exports of cottonseed oil was 42 
per cent. and for the seven months 7 
percent There was a decrease in Jan 
uary in the exports of paints and col- 
ors amounting in value to $3,554, and 
in the seven months of $9,932. The 
exports of quicksilver decreased 15 per 
cent. in January but show an increase 
of 2 percent. for the seven months. Of 
alcohol 204,462 proof gallons, or 48 per 
cent. more was exported in January 
this year than in the same month last 
year. The exports for the month, 
however, show a decrease of 43 per 
cent.

WE are in receipt of a circular issued 
by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, giving the statistics of the produc- 
tion of lead during the years 18&2 to 
1885 inclusive, as compiled by agent C. 
Kirchhoff, Jr. These figures confirm 
our previous statements as to the cause 
of the recent advance in the price of pig 
lead. According to them the total pro- 
duction in 1885 was 130,669 short tons, 
against 139,897 in 1884, 143,957 in 1883 
and 132,890 in 1882. The statement is 
based on the receipts of desilverizers. 
It does not therefore represent the 
actual production in 1885, as the stocks 
that year were increased by the sup- 
plies of base bullion carried over from 
the product of 1884. ‘The actual out- 
put of lead in the country” says Mr. 
Kirchhoff, ‘‘was therefore somewhat 
less even than the returns show,say 128,- 
000 to 129,000 short tons, indicating a 
very heavy decline. Consumption 
called for a larger quantity, and stocks 
were drawn upon. It is estimated by 
good authority that, thus a stock of 
17,000 tons on January 1. 1885 was re- 
duced to 6,000 tons on January 1, 1886.”

Their assets are not known at 
present, J. B. Russell, an employee of Nicker- 
sons, have been made assignee, 


It is reported that the “Fabbrica Lombarda 
di Prodotti Chimici,’’ in Milan, the failure of 
which created a considerable sensation at the 
time, willagain resume manufacture, backed 
up by a syndicate of bankers. The creditors 
who appealed against the arrangement accept- 
ed by the majority have lost their case and had 
to pay the costs of the action. There is, how- 
ever, still some talk of a further appeal.—Chem- 
ist and Druggist.

Mrs, Frank Hill, the wealthy eloping wife of 
the Greensburg, Pa., druggist, who disappear- 
ed six wecks ago with $22,000, and J. T. Mar- 
chand, a prominent Westmoreland county 
'awyer, arrived in Pittsburg last week in com- 
pany witha detective, her gay lover and the 
husband who was so cruelly desorted. The 
runaways were found at Savanuah having a 
glorious time. Mr.and Mrs, Hill bave since 
signed a paper of separation. 


Messrs. Roessler & Hasslacher have expressed 
themselves on the alcohol question by the fol- 
lowing statement in a recent circular: “In 
reference to the alcohol question we wish to 
add that our general yiews would greet free 
alcohol for manufacturing purposes with satis- 
faction, and that from our standpoint as 
chloroform manufacturers without alcohol, 
we do not fear free alcohol as our process 
works in Germany in competition with free 
alcohol.” 


To have the general public understand their 
position, Messrs. Roessler & Hagslacher have 
issued the following among other statements: 
“We have manufactured chloroform in Perth 
Amboy, N. J. since last summer by a process 
entirely differeat from any patent and highly 
successful for four years in Germany. Our 
process yields but one kind of chloroform, and 
that a chemically pure chloroform correspond- 
ing to the ‘Purified’ of the U. 8. P.’”’ 


The General Term of the Supreme Court, in 
the case of Daniel Kerin, convicted of selling 
oleomargarine, has refused to consider the con- 
stitutionality of the act prohibiting the sale of 
oleomargarine as butter. Kerin was convicted 
after the District Attorney had conceded that 
the defendant had bought as butter the spuri- 
ous substance he sold. According to this, Judge 
Brady, who writes the opinion, the conviction 
is rendered nugatory. 

Prof. Wood of Boston says his investigations 
have convinced him that the use of arsenic is 
not necessary in the manufacture of wall pa- 
per, and it did not seem that a law limiting the 
amount of arsenic to one-half grain per seven 
square yards, as underthe English law, would 
be unjust to the manufacturers. The arsenic 
from a rough paper could be easily communi- 
cated to the atmosphere, and in a moist atmos- 
phere chemical action results, generating 
arseniuretted hydrogen. 

A Cleveland speculator sent his son to Wis- 
consin to buy hops, t2lling him to ceep his eyes 
open for any other speculation. After afew 
days a dispatch came saying: ‘‘A widow has 
gotacorner on the hop market of this State. 
Shall I marry her?” “‘Certainly,’’ was the re- 
ply sent over the wires. Twelve hours later 
the son announced, “Got the hops, the widow 
and seven children, and shall go to Chicago to- 
morrow to see about a divorce.” 


Among the removals in the drug trade dur- 
ing the next two months will be that of Messrs. 
Stallman & Fulton the importers, who find 
more room necessary to accommodate their 
business. They have occupied the entire build- 
ing at 53 Cedar street for several years and 
next month will be located at No. 10 Gold 
street, in the commodious quarters occupied 
for many years by Lazell, Dally & Co., the 
wholesale druggists who will remove to the 
large new building on Maiden Lane, previously 


described. 


A rating given a Cincinnati merchant bya 
commercial agency was made the basis of a 
suit for $10,000, on the ground that it misrepre- 
ented the plaintiff. The Superior Court has 
sustained the defense of the ageucy, which was 
that the plaintiff “refused to furnish informa- 
tion usually obtained trom business men, and 
that the agency was therefore obliged to make 
anestimate from cutside sources, which wag 
done, it was claimed, without any malice.” 


A new Italian antimony company is an- 
nounced. Mainly at the instance of Mr. G, 
Henfrey and the Italian Prince Borghese, a 
limited company with 1,230,000 lire—£50,L00— 
has been formed under the style of “Societa 


anonima di Miniere e Fonderie di Antimonio.” 
The object of the company is the working of 
antimony mines and the refining of the pro- 
duct. The offices of the new company are in 
Genoa, the mines near Siena, in Tuscany, the 
foundries in Siena and on the island Sardinia. 

The exports of aniline dyes from Elberfeld, 
Germany, to the United States, is marked by a 
large increase, although complaints are made 
concerning unremunerative prices. This is pro- 
bably the case with those who held large stocks 
of raw material before the fall in prices and 
which have to be worked off at reduced rates. 
The price of aniline dye at the present cost of 
first material yields, it is believed, a fair profit; 
there is, besid: s, a constantly increasing con- 
sumption.—Consul report. 


Representatives of all the glass factories of 
Beliaire, Bridgeport, Martin’s Ferry, Wells- 
burg end Wheeling, met in the latter city last 
week and concluded to advance prices. It was 
agreed that glassware is selling too low, and 
that the market will stand an increase, but 
owing to the fact that all competing factories 
were not represented, final steps were not 
taken. They also favored the introduction of 
natural gas into their plants. 


Brunner, Mond & Co. (Limited), alkali manu- 
facturers at Winnington, Northwich.—The re- 
port showed a balance to the credit of profit 
and loss account on the half year of £80,496, 
which with the amount of £27,628 brought for- 
ward, madea total of £108,124. The directors 
Proposed to deal with the balance as follows: 
Dividend on preference capital at 7 per cent, 
£3,458; dividend on ordinary capital at 20 per 
cent, £52,000; amount written off patents, 
£7,500; placed to reserve, £10,000; balance 
carried forward, £30,166. 


The glass bottle factories of St. Louis, espe 
cially those mak'ng green bottles, are. accord- 
ing to the Age of Steel, doing an extremely dull 
business. Heitz’s factory in South St. Louis, 
has accumulated stock since the first of Sep- 
temter valued at about $65,000, and the Lindell 
is carrying nearly as great a surplus. The 
other green bottle house, a department of the 
Mississippi glass company’s works, was not put 
in operation this season. At the flint bottle es- 
tablishment in South St. Louis, one of the two 
eleven-pot furnaces was shut down last Satur- 
day. 

The committee of shipowners and shippers 
from New York, Philadelphia aud Baltimore, 
which visited Washington /ast week to urge the 
passage of the Hewitt bill regulating bills of 
lading, made a very favorable impression and 
contributed very materially to the prospects of 
the success of that measure, The adoption of 
the James bill hud been regarded as almost a 
foregone conclusion as far as the House Com- 
merce Cominittee was concerned, owing to the 
pre-tige gained by itsstanding before the last 
Congress, but the chances for the substitution 
of the Hewitt bill are now very strong. 


Drugs on the Fiji Islands, including all art- 
icles used as medicine, are charged a custom 
duty of 15 per cent ad valorem, aerated and 
mineral waters, 9d per dozen pints; methylated 
spirits, 28 per gallon; opium, including all 
goods, &c., mixed or saturated with opium, or 
with any preparation or solution thereof, or 
steeped therein, per Ib., 15s.; perfumery and 
perfumed oils, 15 per cent ad valorem; spirits 
of all kinds, 14s per liquid gallon; scap, 154d per 
ib.; fancy,scented or medicated soap, 15 per 
cent ad valorem; sponges, 10 per cent ad val- 
orem; articles not specified, 5 per cent ad 
valorem. 

The Peconic Oil Company, whose factory at 
Bunker City, Shelter Island, was closed last 
season and has been offered for sale, have sold 
their two fishing steamers,the Ida Augusta 
and the Peconic, Tbe former has been bought 
by Capt. Milligan, of Virginia, who will have 
her fitted for use in the Chesapeake under his 
owp command. Capt. C. Marcus Griffing of 
Shelter Ieland, who has for some six or more 
years past commanded the Peconic, has bought 
the vessel and will have her cut in two amid- 
ships und lengthened twenty feet, the work to 
be done in Greenport and completed in time 
tor the fishing season. He has contracted with 
the Orient Guano Co., at their works at Long 
Beach, Orient, to receive his fish. 


Mr. Bacon, who has for a number of years 
been at the head of the Canton, Ohio, glass 
works, has with a number of other gentlemen, 
purchased a site at Homestead, a suburb of 
Pittsburg, 4 will erect thereon a large table- 
ware factory. The new concern will be one of 
the largest in the Monongahela valley and will 
be finished as rapidly as the contractors can 
complete tneir work. The furnace will be 
either a Nicholson or Gill gas structure and will 
beaten or twelve pot one. It isunderstood 
that the site purchased consists of about five 
acres, most of which will be utilized by the 
buildings necessary for the operations of the 
new concern. Gas will be brought from the 
Murraysville field as fuel. 

President Smith of the American Flint Glass 
Workers’ Association, last week ordered a 
strike at Macbeth’s glass works in Pittsburg, 
on grounds which involve two of the greatest 
labor organizations in the world, as well as 
questions of national importance. All the 
members of the union will positively refuse to 
go to work until the Knights of Labor are dis- 
charged from the firm’s employ. The Ameri- 
can Flint Glass Workers’ Union has a member- 
ship of 5,000in the United States and Canada, 
and embraces all workers with but few excep 
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tions. It will be impossible to operate the 
works of Macbeth & Co. without memters of 
the union, The Knights of Labor will attempt 
to secure men for this purpose, but there seems 
to be no Prospects of success. 


An agitation having for its object the enact- 
ment of stringent laws dealing with patent 
medicineg ig being carried on in Germany. 
Prince Bismarck the other day received a com- 
munication from medical men and pbharma- 
cists, who advocate the following measures: 
1. To limit the retailing of medical specialties 
and patent medicines to licensed pharmacists. 
2. To submit all such preparations to a com- 
pulsory examination and analysis by a com- 
mission appointed by Government, with power 
to fix the retail Price and to decide whether or 
no the preparation may be svld without a doo- 
tor’s prescription. 3. All patent medicines im- 
Ported from abroad to be subjected to a high 
custome duty, to a tax ad valorem, and to the 
examination by the commission above referred 


The House Committee on Judiciary has re- 
solved to report the Lowell Bankru ptcy bill on 
Thursday, March 18, Among the amendments 
to the bil! made by the committee are the fol- 
lowing: The provision for the appointment of 
nine Supervisors is stricken out, The clause 
Providing that a debtor whose commercial 
paper is 30 days past due shall be placed in ;in- 
voluntary bankruptcy is also stricken out. The 
friends of the bill regarded this provision as ot 
the utmost importance and made a strong 
effort to have it retained. A provision is added 
to the clause requiring creditors to yive bond 
upon the issue at their request of a warrant for 
the arrest of the debtor, allowing the debtor to 
recover exemplary damages in cases where the 


warrant is produred without probable cause or 
through malice.

Thus 
it will be seen that but ten working days were 
lost, whereas, as Mr. Cummings says, if he had 
followed the ordinary plan of displacing the 
pots, by first heating in the pot arch and mak- 
ing the changes gradually, a month’s time 
would have been required, during which the 
works would have been “running on one leg.” 
Another remarkable thing is that not a single 
pot wae broken.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 











Collectors of cutomsare instructed to allow 
importers and agents, attorneys or others !n- 
terested to see and make copies of customs 
decisions when they so desire, 


The Collector at New York has been notified 
that there will be no appeal from the recent 
decision in a New York court in tbe case of 
Schieffelin vs. Robertson, in which it was de- 
cided that proprietary medicinal soaps are 
subject to duty at 20 per ceat as soap, and not 
at 50 percent as a proprietary composition. 
The Attorney-General and Solicitor of the 
Treasury concur in this view. 

Collectors are authorized to allow importers, 
at their option, to specify in their entries the 
valuation of merchandise per se, and the cost 
of boxes, cartcons, etc., separately, where the 
invoice gives the gross value of the goods, in- 
cluding the cost of boxes, etc, 

The Secretary of the Treasury has requested 
the Secretary of State to instruct United Statcs 
consular officers on and after May 1 next to re- 
fuse to authenticate invoices of merchandise

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Beaver county oil flelds are beginning to 
show promise. 

Since 1882, the white sand pools have produced 
about 10,000,000 barrels of oil. 


The Atlantic Refining Company, of Philudel- 
phia, has paid the Mayor’s Secretary Linton 
four oil licenses aggregating $80. 


The Washington Reporter puts the total 
daily production of the Washington wells at 960 
barrels; of this number 350 barrels are credited 
to the Thayer well, which was finished Febru- 
ary 27. 

At Greensburg, Pa., last Wednesday, the Phil- 
adelphia company placed on record fifty-two 
deeds cunveying gas and oil rights to lands 
in the extreme southwestern portion of the 
county. 


Charters were issued at Harrisburg last 
week to the Dauphin Light and Heat Company, 
of Pittsburg; capital, $5,009, and the United 
Gas Fuel Company, of Pittsburg and Alle- 
gheny; capital, $10,000. 

Mr. Charles Pratt, the well-known astral oil 
dealer, who is one of the trustees of the Adel- 
phi Academy, has viven $'00,000 to the institu- 
tion for its enlargement. It is proposed to 
erect a wiug on the rear, 


The cargo of petroleum on the bark Lady 
Dufferin, from Philadelphia for London, which 
put into St. Thomas on December 31 in distress, 
has been forwarded to its destination by the 
Norwexian bark Alexandria, which sailed from 
St. Thomason February 14. 
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The well at Ryersons station,Greene county, 
has reached a depth of 600 or 700 feet and was 
about ready for casing when the tools fell to 
the bottom. It is feared they cannot be brought 
to the surface, and that a new hole will have to 
be started. Tae well is located on the Parker 
Keys farm. 


The only pool that was ever properly guessed 
in advance was the Cherry Grove pool, and 
the Petroleum Age coopered that before the 
fourth well reached the sand and set the bounds 
by a colored map, over which no man dared to 
venture, and beyond which but little oil was 
ever found, 


Gas experts claim that Butler county, when 
developed, will prove to be a: greata gas field 
as Washington county. The greater part of 
the territory is taken up by the Mahoning und 
Shenango Gas Companies aud agents of tle 
Standard Oil Compiny. The latter company 
has not as yet commenced work. 


A company bas been organized for piping gas 
from Findlay to Toledo. About $200,000 of the 
$250 0U0 capital stock has been paid in and the 
company has already commenced a survey of 
the route. The stockholders are mostly Toledo 
men, with the exception of two or three Find- 
lay parties, who own gas territory. 


Surveyors are at work locating a route fora 
new pipe live from the Washington to the But- 
ler county oil fields. The new line is probably 
the property of the National Transit Company 
and very likely its objective point will be 
Carbon centre, where the Transit Company 
have a large pump station.—Butler Times. 


The Pittsburg Pipe Line Company is laying 
a two inch line from the Hood well at Shouse- 
town to Shannopin station onthe Pittsburg & 
Lake Erie railroad, a distance of about two 
miles. Theiotention appears to be to pump 
the oil into cars whch will stand on a side 
track that is located there. Tbe line will be 
completed in the course of a wees or two. 


The report that an artesian flow of crude pe- 
troleum had been discovered ia the soutbern 
part of Santa Fe county, between the mining 
villages of Golden and Wallace, was confirmed 
says a Santa Fe dispatch, and samples of the oil 
were brought there and tested. The oil flows 
through tubing fifty-five feet down, and the 
flow is copious and steady. The crude oil 
burns freely and with a bright flame. Several 
cleims have already been located in the vicinity 
of the well. 

Prof. I. C. White will locate within the next 
day or two from six to twelve wells for the 
Westmoreland and Cambria Natural Gas Com- 
pany in the new territory at Grapeville, in 
Westmoreland county, near the site of the 
great gasser lately struck by that company. 
These wells will be sunk as soon as located in 
order to furnish the supply necessary to the 
demand that the Cambria Iron- Works at Johns 
town, the domestic requisitions of Johnstown 
and intermediate towns will create. 


John McKeown, of Bradford, paid an aged 
tiller of the soil in Washington county $60,000 
by New York draft as bonus tor ¢00 acres of 
land northeast from the Dyer wel), Smith farm, 
The old gentleman took the draft, looked it 
over carefully, rolled it up into a little round 
wad, and stuck it into bis vest pocket as if it 
was not worth more than a ten cent note, re- 
marking as he did so that he must be off fur 
home, as he bad some pigs to jook after. Sixty 
thousand dollars, and raising pigs !—Warren 
Paragraph,

prolific pools thut has been developed in years.

The Latrobe well reported on the tioor of the 
Petroleum Exchange last week as having 
turned out to be a gasser, and prisumably a 
failure as a wildcat venture, is the well pro 
jected by Melion Brothers and others of this 
city whereby to furnish the town of Latrobe 
with natural gas. Itis not only a success, but 
adds one to the number of gas companies that 
are regarded as having a future. The develop- 
ment of good gas territory at a point 80 con- 
venient for freigot shipments as Latrobe is 
certain to be followed by the development, by 
the power of attraction, of profitable patron- 
age.—Pitt{burg Dispatch. 

L. W. Koelkenbeck and others are organizing 
the Queen City Natural Gas Company for the 
purpose of boring for n» tural gas, gypsum and 
other minerals at Buffalo Piains, and for 
mining, manufacturiog, producing and telling 
the same. The capital stock of the corporation 
is to be $12,000, which will be divided into 1,000 
shares of *12 each, tle first payment to be made 
on April 1 and the rest as called in by the 
directors when needed. The company dces not 
propose to knock out the Standard oil men the 
first round, but will endeavor, if it can find gas 
enongh, to supply some small part of the city 
area. Wells will be within the city limits.— 
Buffalo News. 

Messrs. Dufur have received a sample of 
water white oil, refined last December from 
Lima oil by H. Frash of London, Ont. The oif 
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buy or lease any natural gas lines now in the 
city or any that will come to the city.” 


Scientists tell us the bad odor emitted from 
the oil found at Lima and Findlay 1° somewhat 
similar to the Blue Lick water of Kentucky. 
The oil is very offensive in every respectexcept 
in gravity and worth as an illuminator. It can 
be and will be refined. What more can be said 
of any grade of oil ever found. The results 
may not beso great or 80 remunerative as re- 
fined oil from the middle oil field or those of 
Butler or Clarion counties, but it is refined oil 
all the same after passing through the various 
treatments and processes known to the trade. 
When placed in regulation packages aud sold 
to the consumer it becomes an illuminator 
fully developed in the trade. The demand for 
such oil is sure to come from certain consum- 
ers who are not accustomed or are unable to 
pay’for the better grade of bead lightand o' her 
high test goods. Some time may elapse before 
the Findlay or Lima oil field assumes formida- 
ble prominence. Like Blue Lick water it may 
never be universally used, but it is destined to 
command its share of patronage.—Bradford 
Era, 

Mr. J. W. Monroe of Bradford, who has just 
returned from a trip through Kentucky and 
Tennessee, informs us of a new field in Ken- 
tucky which appears to be worthy of atten- 
tion. In Lincoln county, not far from Danville 
Junction, on the Cincinn :ti Southern railroad, 
a well has been sunk to a depth of between 
1,1C0 and 1,200 feet, from which green oil is be- 
ing produced in large quantities. Mr. Monroe 
says it is not exactly like the Bradford oil, but 
is certainly green oi], and he estimates the pro- 
duction of tbe well when he saw it last Sinday 
at more than 500 barvels per day. The flow hus 
been continuous and steady from the time the 
sand was tapped. There was no tankage and 
the oll was running to waste into the Green 
river, near the head waters of which the well is 
located. Of course under such conditions, no 
further drilling bas been done since it began to 
flow. The well was put down by Louisvi le 
parties, an’ is situated on the McKinney farm 
near McKinney station on the Cincinnati 
Southern road, and within a quarter of a mile 
of that road. People roundabout there say 
that wells bave been drilled and oil got near 
there years ago, but this is the first well thet 
has been drilled tosuch a depth, or made such 
an important output. Mr. Monroe has no in- 
formation conccrning it since last Sunday and 
was only there fora short time, but he is em- 
phatic io bis statement that there is green oil 
there, lots of it, and that he saw it beyond per- 
adventure, as stated. It is certainly a startling 
wildcat. Hesaysit was an astonisher to him, 
—Pittsburg Com. Gaz. 


Capt. Clark Berry, of Marietta, O., said yes- 
terday afternoon at the Seventh Avenue Hotel: 
“I think this summer will see the development 
of the greatest natural gas territory in the 
country next to Pittsburg. I mean the War- 
fleld belt onthe Big Sandy, in Kentucky. It 
is only thirty miles from the mouth of the 
Sandy. At Ashland, Ky., are the Norton Nail 
Works, and in their furnaces and other tactor 
ies eight miles from the mouth of the Sandy, 
on the Ohio river, is Ironton, the Pittsburg of 
Ohio. There ar. two blast-furnaces, seven or 
eigbt rolling-milis and other industrial estab 
lishments. At Hanging Rock, three miles be 
low, atthe mouth of the Little Miami, is a 
furnace, twenty-four sawmills and several 
large briek factories. At Portsmouth are 
other iron-works and at Huntingtuo are large 
car- works and a city of some size, while Galii- 
polis is one of the largest and most important 
manufacturing cities in Southern Ohio. This 
territory is all within sixty miles, and I say 
that next to Pittsburg is the most important 
industrial center in the Ohio Valley. The War- 
field belt would furnish gas for all of these 
cities, but experiments have been going on 
nearer home. At Ironton a well was sunk 3.(00 
feet and abandoned, while at Portsmouth an- 
other went down 2,400 feet. Twenty miles up 
from the mouth of Sandy, a well was put down 
2.400 feet, but in nene of them was gas found. 
This last well was the experiment of a man 
named Rydon, who intended to take the gas to 
Cincinnati. This year gas will be drilled for 
near Mansfield and sent to all the places I have 
named. Arrangements are going on looking 
to that work now.’’—Pittsburg Commercial 
Gazette.

The National Transit will 
likely enter the field via a trunk from Wash- 
ington county, Pa., to Thorn Creek, Butler 
county. Surveying on the new line is now 
under way. 

Capt. Tregarthen, of the steamer Maran- 
hense, which arrived March 4, reports that his 
vessel was caught in the terrific wale of March 
1. The wind was blowing with hurricane force 
and sea running very high, theship being quite 
unmanageable. He placed a man in each 
closet, forward porta and starboard bow to 
pour oil down the pipes, alao bad a bag of oil 
over the weatherbow. The oil proved a great 
success and the ship lay to comfortably, no 
water coming on board The gale lasted with- 
out the least abatement until the night of the 
2d, when the weather slightly improved and the 
oil was discontinued. 


Charles A. Ashburner, the geologist in charge 
of the second geological survey of Pennsy!va- 
nia, lectured recently before the engineering 
soclety of the School of Mines of Columbia 
college, New York, on “Petroleum and Natural 
Gas” He declared that instead of the oil flelds 
being inexhaustible, in his belief the meridian 
of the oi] business had passed. He also stated 
that the supply of natural gas, which at present 
in Pittaburg alone daily supercedes the use of 
15,000 tons of coal, is limited, and that the prac- 
tical question for young engineers now is that 
of the economical consumption of fuel, be- 
cause those who have used gas aga fuel never 
wish to return to coal. 

Speculation in oil numbers another section 
in the failure of Bechet & Co., Beaver street, a 
large wine house, with London and Paris con- 
nections, and shippers of petroleum and other 
preduce; but they are not now in the grain 
markets.

It is therefore 
possible that oil exists in quarters of the United 
States littie dreamed or thought of at this 
writing. Wyoming they say, possesses it in 
immense quantity; Colorado has a taste and 
New Mexico a good smell at least. Waushing- 
ton territory seems to be too faraway from 
Pennsylvania to amount to much as an oil 
field, but an attempt has recently been made 
even th:re to find ‘oil or gas.’’ The well, how- 
ever, is a tirat-class failure, and the citizens 
who went out ona jamboree the day the drill 
started are now kicking thems-zlves for being 
60 foolish.—Warren Paragraph. 


The entire west has the gas fever and strange 
as it may seem, although littie is said about it, 
wells are being drilled near most of the leading 
cities. Especially is this the case in Kansas, 
where W. C. Marrand other Pittsburgers and 
upper oil country men, who justly pose as 
drillers or long and varied experience, are at 
present prosecuting the search for new fuel 
The south is also in the race and so far figures 
in the lead of the west, having at different 
points found proiific gas belts. In the east gas 
is the leading topic. Drilling, however, is sel- 
dom indulged in, and mainly for the reason 
that geologists aivise against it. It is reason- 
able to expect, in view of this, that if there be 
isolated stratas prolific of oil, the search being 
made for gas is almost certain to find them 
while in the absence of this double purpose 
they might remain untapped for ages. 





























































































Glassworkers Against Tariff Reform. 


Last Friday, before the Ways and Means 
Committee of Congress, James Campbell, of 
Pittsburg, representing the workmen in win- 
dow glass, protested against any reduction in 
duty on glass, for the reason that if there was 
any reduction the manufacturer made the 
workmen meet it. If there was a reduction, 
sald the witness, *‘we will have to fight to hold 
our own.” When the tariff had gone up wages 
had gone up, and when the tariff had been re- 
duced wages had decreased in corresponding 
degree. 

Mr. Morrison remarked that the duty had 
been trebled on glass bottles and yet the work- 
men's wages had been cut down. The witness 
replied that he knew that wages bad not fallen. 
Mr. Morrison said he knew they had in his 
country. The witness replied that he spoke 
for hisown country. He worked ina factory, 
and ought to know. As tothe case Mr. Morri- 
son had reference to, the American workmen 


“The Standard Oil Company has no present 
or future intention of trying to buy or lease 
the Philadelphia Naturai Gas Company or any 
other natural gas company,” said Mr, W. T. 
Scheide, manager of the great system of oil 
lines in Pennsylvania, at the Union depot toa 
Pittsburg reporter. ‘“‘I have been veiy much 
amused at the recent publications connecting 
our company with several large deals in nat- 
ural gas in this city, none of which have any 
existence save in the minds of the men who 
originated them. We are laying a line to 
Buffalo and some lines to towns in Northern 
Pennsylvania and Southern New York, but 
none toward Pittsburg. The development of 
Pennsylvania oil territory will absorb all the 
attention that we have to giveto Pennsylvania 
resources. We shall not come to Pittsburg to

Mr. Morrison remarked that the workman 
got the worst of it every time. The witness 
bastened to add that his statement did not ap- 
ply to bottles but to window glass. 

Mr. Reid in.errogated the witness with the 
result of securing a statement to the effect that 
the attempt to reduce wages had preceded the 
increase iw the bottle tariff; it was the result of 
a period of depression. 

Mr. Morrison again questioned the witness 
with the intention of showing that the increase 
of tariff on bottles had been followed by an at- 
tempt on the manufacturers’ part to reduce 
wages. 

Mr. Reid objected, because,as he said, the 
witness was not allowed to complete his an- 
swers, and Mr, Morrison and himselt indulged 
in a little recrimination. 

Mr. Snyder, a giass worker, of New York, 
begged the committee not to reduce the duty 


on glass.

Proposals Supplying 
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Analysis of Asphalt. 
BY DR. 8. BEIN, 

About 5 to 8 grams of an average sample are 
finely pulverized, and of this from 0.8 tol gm. 
is weighed intousmaii beaker, The moisture 
is estimated by drying at 100 deg.C. From 3 to 
5 ce. freshly distilled oil of turpentine are then 
poured into the beaker, stirred for an instant, 
allowed to stand a few minutes, and filtered 
through a very small tared filter with the ald of 
afilter pump. The digestion with 3 to 5 ce. oil 
of turpentine, is repeated three or four times 
The residue is then washed three or four times 
with about 4 cc. of alcohol or ether, 

The filter is then placed into the beaker and 
dried and weighed. The loss in weight gives 
the amount of bitumen. The residue ig treated 
on the fiiter with warm hydrochloric acid, and 
then washed with hot water. In thesolution 
iron, alumina, lime and magnesia are estimated 
in the ordinary manner. The residue still re- 
maining in the filter is either weighed with the 
filter, or incinerated, and gives the amount of 
insoluble mineral matter.

The Rights of Wholesale Dealers. 


A recent decision in the Superior Court of 
Detroit, in a case in which James E. Davis & 
Co., wholesale druggists, Detroit, as defend- 
ants, and J. H. Jenks, manufacturer of an arti- 
cle called Kermott’s Pills, as plaintiff, were 
concerned, may be of more or less interest to 
many readers of the OIL, PAINT AND DRUG 
REPORTER. Some ten months ago Mesers. 
Davis & Co. issued a slip worded as follows: 


KERMOTT’S PILLS, 
J, H. Jenks, Manufacturer. 
Price reduced, 


8 dozen 
Your order solicited. 
James E. Davis & Co., 
Detroit, Mich., 
Wholesale agents. 

Jenks took exception to the prices named in 
this circular as being less than his prices, and 
also to the words “wholesale agents.’”’ The first 
case relative to prices, never came to a suit as 
there was no contract with Davis & Co. and 
they had a perfect right to sell the pills at what 
prices they pleased, but the second suit occa- 
sioned by the use of the term “wholesale 
agents,” came to an issue about one month 
ago. This case was decided in the Superior 
Court of Detroit, the trial occupying some 
four days, and the jury brought in a verdict in 


favor of the defendants; last week the court 
refused to grant a new trial to the plaintiff. 

We deem the case to be of more or less inter- 
est to the wholesale drug trade, as by examin- 
ing tue price lists and circulars issued by the 
trade, we notice that the term ‘“‘wholesrale 
agents” is very generally employed. It was 
proven in the court that the term “wholesale 
agents,” as used by the wholesale drug trade, 
was synonymour with the terms “wholesale 
dealers” and “wholesaie druggists,”’ and has 
been so used for years indiscriminately, con- 
veying te the retailer that the parties in the 
case simply offer the goods in question ina 
wholesale way as wholesale dealers.

California Olive Oil. 


General Bidwell has a number of thrifty olive 
trees in Ranco Chico, and has men employed 
planting new ones, Many of his trees bore fruit 
this year and he made a fine lot of oil last week. 
Some of it was shown at this office on Satur- 
day. It is clear as amber and just as good as 
an imported article, Olive growing is an in- 
dustry which should have been entered upon in 
this state long ago. It would bave been only 
that other fruit producing trees produced 
quicker returns. It takes longer for an olive 
orchard to come into full bearing than most 
other fruits, but not nearly so long as in 
Europe. The olive tree isa very hardy, hand- 
some and long-lived tree. From the very fact 
it takes longer for returns from it than from 
other fruits, this industry is not likely to be 
overdone, 

In planting a peach «rchard for instance, it 
would be wise to plant the peaches farther 
apact and intersperse them with olive trees. In 
a few years the peach trees will have passed 
their bearing days and then they can be re- 
moved and the same land will by that time 
bave a paying crop of olives.--Chico Chronicle.

Lecture on Lubricating Oils. 


Mr. Scott A. Smith, Treasurer of the Provi- 
dence O\] Works, and for many years with the 
Corliss Engine Co., and late of the firm of 
Cresson & Smith, builders of engines and ma- 
chinery, delivered a lecture on lubricants a 
few days since in Providence, before the Rhode 
Island Engineers Associatior. The following 
account of it is taken from the Providence 
Journal: “He made comparison of different 
oils regarding the impurities they contained 
and explained the methods employed in refin- 
ing. He said that for purposes of lubrication 
where metal is working upon metal sperm oil 
is the best, lard oil second, neatefoot third and 
tallow oil fourth. The best grade of animal 
oil is that which contains the least stearine and 
no free acid. Regarding the friction of oils 
upon their own particies, if lard oil is two and 
one-third times as long in running out of this 
tube at 70 deg as sperm, then we must consider 
that we have the weight of one ounce of oil 
compared with another ounce moving upon it- 
self, the result so far considered is vastly in 
favor of sperm as a ligbt running oil, but in 
actual use, where bearings have a stress of 300 
lbs and upwards to the square inch, then this 
great difference tends rapidly to disappear. If 
you work bearings with lib pressute to the 
square inch, use sperm; i! at 500 to 600, or as a 
locomotive practice upto 1200 and more, then 
you may find lard the best, particularly at 
about hali the price per galion of sperm. Pe- 
troleum, consisting of hydrogen and carbon, is 
eminently fitted for lubrication, as it contains 
none of the destroying element—oxygen, 

The average quality of petroleum oils has 
been much improved within a faw years, partly 
for the reason that consumers have exacted a 
better article and partly because of the compe- 
tition of dealers who have marketed their oils 
on their merits. It ie, I think, not to much to 
hope fer that within the next ten years or less 
the qualities of pure petroleum oils may be so 
improved that, with improvements in the shaft 
bearings of machinery and some provisions 
against accidental overheating, all lubrication 
may be possible with petroleum alone. Use as 
little animal oil as possible, on account of bigh 
cost, waste by careless handling, its active acid 
qualities and its tendency togum. The gum- 
ming of animal oils exists independently of the 
active acid principle, and is the result of oxi- 
dizing. Petroleum oils have no active princi- 
ple to neutralize the acid of animal oils, 

Petroleum cylinder oils, 80 made that they 
willdo the best workin any and all engines, 
are the result of much scientific and practical 
study, and the processes of their manufacture 
are very complicated. They contain no acid, 
and cannot develop any by heat and work. 
Their flashing point is not less than 400 deg; 
gravity 25 to 28 deg at 100 deg Fabrenheit, 

In conclusion, petroleum cylinder oils have 
peculiar and distinctive qualities torecommend 
them for this special use, great heat-resisting 
power, freedom from all acid powers, freedom 
from all tendency to gum, and their remarka- 
ble property of spreading on heated surfaces. 

The speaker suggested that the Engineers 
Association might gather in the experience of 
its individual members in past years with vari- 
ous kinds of oils under the conditions ot actual 
use. I make bold to formulate this plan: Pre- 
pare and have printed suitable directions, with 
questions to be answered; also a request for a 
full account of their experience with cila up to 
the present time. with, however, this require- 
ment, that no one shall give the maker's name 
ur apy reference thereto, but simply describe 
the oll to the best of his ability.’’

The tame 
change is apparent in everything wktch feels 
the painter's brush, until railway oatriages and 
conveyances of every description are as band- 
somely decorated asthe panelied halla of the 
private mi/lionaire. 
One of the chief agents in bringing about this 
revolution is the firm of F. W. Devoe & Co., of 
Fulton and William streets, in this city. It was 
one of the pioneers of its class in this country, 
and dates back as far as Independence Day, al- 
though the present firm was established in 1864, 
‘end was organized by Mr. F. W. Devoe and Mr.

‘be obtvined in this country were imported. It 
‘has been the province of the house of F. W. 
Devoe & Co, to demenstrate to the public that 
-Amnerica can to-day produce paints as fine as 
‘any of foreign make. The firm has devoted 
many years to the production of a superior 
order of coloring material, which should com- 
bine the highest protective and preservative 
qualities and at the same time enlarge the 
scope and widen the application of the primary 
pigments. 

Long agothe firmcame to the conclusion 
*that in order to successfully meet the demands 
of the age it was necessary forthem to manu- 
‘facture everything that appertained to its line 
of business. In that way it more readily came 
into direct contact with the consumer and was 
enabled to better satisfy the needs of the buy- 
er. The advactages on both sides are manifest. 

A large portion of the business of the establish- 
ment consists in selling to large railway com- 
panies and corporations a complete outfit of 
paints, varnishes, and in fact mechanical and 
mathematical instruments. One of the most 
difficult things to accomplish is to find a paint 
ihandsome and yet durable. The millionaire’s 
private carriage is carefully protected from al! 
‘barmfull exposure, and is wrapped in cloths 
and coverings to shelter it from contact with 
‘the weather. On the other hand, the railway 
‘car ie constantly exposed to all the rigors of 
‘climate. It must stand the boiling heat of 
‘summer and the flerce storms and cold of win- 
ter. So successful has th's firm been it its pro- 
duction of curable paint that the majority of 
the railway companies of the country find in 
F. W. Devoe & Co. the source of all their sup- 
plies. In a separate apartment of their sales- 
room two of the walle are panelied with sam- 
pies of the different colors and combinations 
of colors which this firm bas furnished to rail- 
roads of the United States. One recognizes 
there the favorite colors of the Pennsylvania, 
New York Central, Lake Shore, New York 
Elevated, and,in fact, scores of other roads 
besides the familiar tints which decorate the 
Pul!man palace cars. The test is severe, but 
has been more than successfully met and the 
goods produced by the firm are the standard in 
their line and are so recognized by the rail- 
roads. 

The same careful attention and the same 
tireless experiment which has evolved the 
wonderful perfection attained in their paints 
extends also to their manufacture of varnishes, 
The manufactory devoted to this branch of the 
business is situated at Newark, N. J. The 
grounds occupied by the Newark factory are 
extensive, and ekil ed workmen are employed 
where the varnishes are made which are used 
by railroads, carriage builders: and furniture 
manufacturers. 

The firm has recently published, under the 
supervision of Mr.George W. Betts, a handsome 
volume illustrative of what they have accom- 
plished in the line of exterior decoration. The 
book is tasteful in its make up andis worthy a 
place in the art collection of alibrary. It is 
full of illustrations of what can be accom- 
plished by the painter’s art in the exterior or- 
namentation of public and private puildings. 
One plate represents the old style country, 


dwelling, typical in its lack of architectural 
ornamentation of the plain tastes and habits of 
‘the early settlers in the New England States, 
and of which many are still to be found. I's 
cold, unsympathetic appearance is familiar to 
every traveler, and its glaring effect is always 
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harsh amid any surroundings. The form of 
this house bas been regarded as almost pro- 
hibitory of any attempt at artistic treatment. 
On the following page isa representation of 
the old house made new. No one would recog- 





fully metamorphosed by the hand of the archi- 
tect and the brush of the artist Yet the 
change isactually slight and the expense com- 
paratively smail. 
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Owing to the increasing demand for the dark 
modern shades in which the old zincs and 
whites could not be used as a paint body, a3 
wellasto their conviction that the time had 
come when really excellent ready mixed paints 
ought to secure recognition, the firm of F. W. 


Devoe & Co, turned their attention to the pro- 
duction of a superior line of house painte in 
ready mixed form. Not content with basing 
their claims to the patronage of paioters and 
othera on the prestige of their hich reputation 


for honesty in their materials, which they man- 


ufacture from the initial processes and can 
consequently guarantee, and the skill, com- 
bined with the best of appliances, of which 
they avail themselves in their manipulation, 





they earnestly studied the subject, both as 
practical painters and puintmakers and chem- 
ists. They introduced valuable improvements 
in the preparation of the oil with a view to in 
creasing its hardening and elastic properties; 
they perfected the processes for manufactur- 
ing the different dry colors, and succeeded in 
producing new combinations of pigments, 
whereby a “body” was received free from the 
objection to which the lead and zincand crude- 
ly handled oil were open, and exparience and 
practical use fora number of years bas shown 
that their productions possess all the advant- 
ages required in a perfect paint, both in econ- 
omy in covering properties and facility of ap- 
plication, and in durability. 

In entering the salesroom of the firm on 
Fulton street the visitor is attracted at once by 
the busy scene which meets his eyes. The 
large room, lighted from two streets, is filled 
with clerks and bookkeepers who are busily 
engaged, The shelves and counters are loaded 
with goods of the most astonishing variety, 
and it would require a very vivid imagination 
to conceive how they could all legitimately 
crowd within the province of a concern whose 
world wide fame has wade it the synonym for 
a paintand varnish establishment and empo- 
rium of artists’ materials, 

A tour through the intricacies of the lower 
floor discloses a myriad of objects to del ght 
the eye. Fanciful designs in easels and palettes 
bespeak the fact that it is the real artist’s 
home. Standard works on decoration lie open 
inviting the caller or customer, as the case may 
be. There are pictures of all descriptions, and 
everything which the amateur or professional 
in art, or even the cold, substantial business 
man could desire, down to the case of F. W. 
Devoe’s celebrated lead pencils. In the rear of 
the store are a number of smaller apartments, 
one of which is the private office of the firm. 
This cosy room is most beautifully decorated 
and evidences t e well-known artistic taste of 
its occupant. Heavy curtains overhang the 
entrance and a large canvas embellished with 
a lovely design make the visitor forget that he 
is in a mercantile establishment. 

On one of the walls of the main room swings 
a modest invitation to ascend one flight of 
stairs to the art department. To describe the 
treasures of art and mechanical appliances 
therein contained would be futile. Almost with- 
outanexception every article on the shelves 
and counters, in cases und drawers is manu- 
factured by the firm. The others 
are imported directly from the mo:t 
famous producers of Europe. At 
their factory, Horatio street, hang 
a number of strange looking skins 
of animals, These are procured 
by the firm abroad, are brought 
to New York and taken to their 
factory, where the skins are 
cleaned and the hairs go to make 
up the most delicate paint 
brusbes and pencils, In a case on 
one of the counters is a collec- 
tion of instruments which goes to 
make up the outfit of the surveyor 
and civil engineer. Com passes, 
sextaots and acres of polished s‘eel 
are there. These, too, are manufac- 
tured by the firm. Tubes of paint, 
of which this firm makes and sells 
more io the course of a year than 
all the other dealers in the United 
States, are tastefully arranged in 
greater or smaller sizes. In short, 
the art department is a _ store 
house of mechanical wonders. 


Mr. F. W. Devoe, the founder of 
the present firm, although thirty- 
Tok five years in the business, is 
still a comparatively young man. He is es- 
pecially prominent in educational affairs, and 
| is one of the most active members of the Board 
of E:ucation. Mr. James F. Drummond has 
full charge of the manufacturing department 
and has been in charge of the 
present factory thirty years, and 
stands at the head of that branch 
of the trade in the business com- 


aunity. 


Mr. J. Seaver Page is the busi- 
ness manager, attending chiefly to 
the selling of its many products, 
both in this country and for ex- 
port. 


The honse in Chicago is Coffin, 
Devoe & Co.. and the same energy 
and spirit is exhibited in distribut- 
ing the firm’s goods. Although 
Coffin, Devoe & Co. have only been 
in existence a few years, still they 
are already promising rivals to the 
New York house. 








The firm has already a growing 
correspondence with Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America. Australia, 
South Africa, Japan, &c., so that 
their goods are becoming well 
1 known in those countries here- 
tofore in control almost of 
foreign manufacturers. We have 
seen orders from such remote 
countries as Cape Coast and Japan 
for their varnishes, paints, brushes 
Hand engineers’ supplies, and the 
demand for these articles from 
our neighboring foreign markets 
is daily on the inerease. ‘

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Ths pig lead market has been rather quiet 
during the week. The prices demanded by 
holders are above the views of buyers, who noi 
being pressed for stock are disposed to hold off. 
‘he sale of a lot, of 100 tons supposed to be 
Richmond, at 4 8c from dock, has exerted 
somewhat of a depressing influence on the mar- 
ket, ard since then sellers have been unable to 
find buyers at 495c, though previously about 300 
tons sold at that figure. The lead purchased by 
the syndicate of Western white lead corroders 
is beginning to arrive. It has been offered in 
this market at 5 10c but no one would touch it 
at that, and it will probably be put in store for 
the present. This lead, it is said, was purchased 
for the purpose of affecting this market in the 
interest of buyers. If this isso it has failed of 
its ubject for the buying caused an advance on 
the other side and a corresponding stiffening 
here. The holders, however, expect to lose 
nothing on it, and if they do it will be divided 
80 as to be very small prorata. Since our last 
the London market has gone off about 2s 6d. A 
sale of 150 tons foreign is reported at 4 95c, and 
that figure will buy further lots. About 50 
tons brought over by the Egyptian Monarch 
was turned into solder by being fused with tin 
atthe fire in Jersey City, Monday morning. 
The St Louis market it quiet at 4 70@4 75c. and 
Chicago at 475@4 80c. This market closes at 
4 9(@4 95c nominally. 

White lead is dull. Dealers are indifferent 
buyers at present as they provided for their 
spring needs during January and early Febru- 
ary. The jobbing and consuming trade is said 
to be very good. The association prices are; 
For lead in oil in quantities of less than 500 Ibs 
in wood 7i¢c per lb net; 500 Ibs and over 7c, 60 
days or 24g per cent for cash in 15 days from 
date of invoice. Lead in oil in 25 lb, 124 lb and 
assorted 1 and 5 lb cans is quoted at }¢c, lc, and 
240 respectively, above the keg price. Rebates 
are the same as heretofore, aud are payable at 
the end of the year. 

American oxide of zinc is in good demand, 
and prices are firmly maintained at our quota- 
tions. For French there isthe usual seasonal 

nquiry, which is supplied at full prices, The 
quotations are 55gc for dry Antwerp red seal in 
barrels of 22044 ibs, 6c for dry Paris red seal 
and 7}4c for dry Paris green seal. Discounts 
are as follows: To buyers of 10 bbl lots of one 
or assorted grades, 1 per cent; 25 bbls, 2 per 
cent; 50 bbls, 4 per cent. No discount on less 
than 10 bbls.

The Rise in Lead. 


Since the middle of last year pig lead has 
shown an improvement from about 3 60@375 
cents to 490@5 cents, which it has recently 
reached. The rise has not been uninterrupted, 
nor hes it been as sudden asthe upward rush 
in 1879 from 2 87 to 5 50 cents, but it has been 
brought about by circumstances far less de- 
pendent upon speculation. Early in 1885 it be- 
came evident that, unless unforseen events 
occurred, there would be a decline in produc- 
tion of the country. One of the largest mines, 
the Horn Silver, of Utab, had exhausted im- 
mediately available ore suppli nd would not 
market as much by nearly 10,000 tons in 1885 as 
it did in 1884. It was known, furthermore, that 
Leadville, while active as ever as a mining 
camp, would not turn out so much lead, and 
Idaho was not coming up to expectations. On 
the other hand the unprecedented competition 
between Leadville smelters proper, and the so- 
called “valley” smelters at Pueblo and Denver, 
it is true put the lead ores at a premium, 80 
that the miners were paid more money for the 
lead in their ores than the smelters could ever 
hope to get back for it. There were on the 
market, too, some very large blocks of lead, 
eoncerning the marketing of which there was 
considerable uncertainty. The most prominent 
of these was thestock accumulated by the Rich- 
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mond Company, of Nevada. A further re. 
tarding influence must be sought in the effect 
of the continued complaint of poor business on 
the part of consumers. We know that in this 
as in other metals, particularly so in iron, the 
volume of business was very heavy—that is, 
fully upto the average of past years. We 
know that the true ground for grumbling lay 
in the small percentage of profit rather than in 
the magnitude of sales. Thus, so far as lead is 
concerned, the year 1885 ig characterized bya 
decline in the output and by the maintenance 
of consumption at fully the normal average. 
On the question of supply we have now the 
oflicicial figures collected by the United States 
Geological Survey. According to a prelimin- 
ary circular just issued, the output of 1884 com- 
pared as follows with preceding years:

means of reaching a correct total, since exper- 
ience has taught it to be practically impossible 
to gather the statistics of production from the 
many and scattered smelters. The syatem 
adopted has its drawbacks, however. It may 
happen, and it did actually occur in 1885, that 
notable quantities produced in one year may 
be held by smelters ard may be allowed to go 
into the channels of trade only some time af- 
terward. Thus the lead production of one 
year may be underestimated, and that of the 
year following it may be made to appear 
greater than it really was. While the supply 
to the trade is correctly reflected in this way, 
the capacity of the mines to furnish the metal 
is not put in exactly the right light. The same 
reasoning might, of course, be made to apply 
to the ore as well as to the crude smelted pro- 
duct, and it might be urged that the true way 
of stating the lead production of the country 
would beto give the lead contents of the ores 
raised. 

It is estimated that early in 1885 Leadville 
smelters had stacked in their yards abvut 2,000 
tons of base bullion produced in 1884, while 
now there is practically none. Therefore the 
desilverizers’ returns overstate the 1885 pro- 
duct by that amount. This would indicate that 
the falling off of the yield of the American 
mines was not less than 10,000 tons in 1885, as 
compared with 1884. That deficiency has prac- 
tically been made up from stocks now reduced 


00|to a comparatively low point, and we stand 


betore the proLlem,not whether but how much 
lead we will have to draw from foreign coun- 
tries to fill the gap between supply and demand. 
The latter unquestionably calls forat least 136,- 
000 to 140,000 tons, and it may go beyond theilat- 
ter figure if there is any general revival of 
business. So far as we can learn from reports 
from the mines, it is not likely that we shall for 
some time produce at a much heavier rate than 
we did in 1885. All the leading districts worked 
very near their full capacity inthat year. It is 
true that the deficiences from the carbonate 
ores of Leadville will be partly made up by the 
concentrates from the sulphuret ores of that 
camp. which are now being so successfully 
cleaned of their blende and pyrites by the new 
concentrator of the Colone! Sellers, the leading 
mine. The Madonna, in Colorado, and the 
Kelly Mine, in New Mexico, both of them car- 
rying very large bodies of ore high in 
lead and low in silver, may be driven 
faster. The mines of Aspen and of other 
camps in Colorado, and the deposits of Utah, 
Idaho and Montana, may be driven under the 
stimulus of high prices, but it takes time to 
bring about such an increase. Eqvipment 
must be made more effective and development 
work be pushed. In the meantime a part of 
the supply must come from abroad, and hence- 
forth quotations from the other side will poss- 
eas an laterest for us which they have not had 
for years past. The markets have been har- 
dening there of late, and sales have been made 
impossible under 4 95 and 5 cents, when only a

Conference of Giass Manufacturers 
and Workers. 


“All the window glass factories wil! be com- 
Pelled to suspend operations im a very short 
time unless the cost of production is consider- 
ably lessened,” said President Bodine, of the 
Manufacturers’ Association last Friday in 
Pittsburg. 

Committees from the Manufacturers’ and 
Workers’ Association had been in consultation 
all day and evening, discussing the situation. 
There were present 6 manufacturers and 12 
workers, including representativ-s from the 
East, West and North. Among the former 
who were present were President Bodine, of 
Philadelphia; Thos. YW. Catlin, of Ottawa, IIl.; 
James Chambers and Thomas Wightman, of 
that city. The workers were represented by 
President Cline and John G. Schlicker, of that 
city, and 10 others from outside districts. 

The national convention of manufacturers, 
held in Washington Jast January, the low price 
of window glass and the high cost of produc- 
tion were discussed at length. It wasthen de- 
cided to solicit a conference with the workers 
at an early date, and explain the condition of 
affairs. This meeting was to have been held a 
month ago, but for some reason was postponed 
until then. The members of the confer- 
ence arrived in the city March 4, and pro- 
ceeded to the office of the Window Glass 
Workers’ Association, on the Southside. Here 
an appoin‘ment was made for a meeting at the 


session was held in the evening. The greatest 
seciecy was maintained. Mr. Catlin left fur 
home early in the evening, but departed so 
hastily that he couldn’t be seen. About 10 
o’clock the manufacturers withdrew fro: the 
conference, when President Bodine stated the 
object of the meeting as given above. 

“We made no demand on the workers,” said 
he, “but merely explained to them the condi- 
tion of trade in the country. At the present 
rate of wages and prices, there is an actual loss 
in the window glass business. We informed 
the workers that unless the cost of production 
was lessened we would be compelled to close 
our factories. We made no proposition, but 
asked them for a suggestion. They made no 
reply, andthe matter was discussed in an in- 
formal manner.”

How Brushes are Made. 


Boss Tweed was a brush-maker. He learned 
his trade at Lansingburg, N. Y., which was the 
centre for all brush factories in America not 
many years ago. Is was then thought that nice 
brushes could be made only with French bris- 
tles, but a workman from the old country ex- 
plained that the superiority was due only to 
boiling, and now an American manufacturer 
can prepare his own bristles. When the bris- 
tles of the wild boar of Russia are imported, 
they are very dirty, and are not straight. The 
curve is owing to the fact that the bristles 
grow towards the tail of the animal, and hug 
the body. By boiling they are made pliable, 
and are then bound with eord in bunches an 
inch in diameter, and dried in rooms kept at a 
temperature of 120 deg. As bristles are bought 
by weight, the purchaser of raw material loses 
10 per cent. by the absorption of the moisture, 
and if he washes them he loses another 10 per 
cent. because uf the weight of dirt of which 
they are relieved. 

The importer of bristles always stores them 
in a wet warehouse on the river front so they 
will absorb water and weigh more. He also 
binds each bundle with about 50 feet of cord, 
which 1s sometimes substituted for the native 
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bark string which is put around the bundles in 
Russia, and the cord will drink in another gen- 
erous allowance of moisture, which must be 
dried out at the expense of the brushmaker. 
Black bristles are the lowest grade, gray next, 
yellow third, snd white are most expensive. 

Blacking brushes are made of horse hair as 
well as bristles. The bootblack who hasa stand 
on Park row or Broadway will usea horse- 
hair brush because no matter how thick the 
dirt and blacking may be on the boot the horse- 
hair will polish over it alland do the job quick- 
ly. At the Hoffman heuse and Fifth Avenue 
hotel the bootman uses a bristle brush which 
he would pay $1 dollar for at retail, but he usu- 
ally buys them by the dozen and orders for $50 
worth are not few. A bristle brush takes off all 
the blacking which has gathered from previous 
shines, and puts on a thin, hard polish that 
lasts the traveling man or Senator alla wet 
day. There is a place in Chicago called the 
Chicago Bootblacking Parlor, where 1,150 
shines are made in a day, only with bristle 
brushes, and they send to a New York firm to 
getthem. You canuot sell a brush to the pro- 
prietor of a hotel blacking stand which has not 
a French polish and a groove for the fingers 
and thumb. 


An excentricity among bootblacks, which is 
peculiar to New York, has made it necessary 
for brush manufacturers to make a new style. 
When the writer dropped into a basement 
room near an uptown theatre the other night 
to have his boots blacked, the little darkey at 
chair No.1 beat a jig with his brushes on the 
boots of his customers, rapping alternately 
with either end. 

“That don’t wear ’em out,” he said.” “Yer 
see one o’these blacking fellers that we buy of 
got wind of the way we doand he had a lot of 
brushes made thicker at both euds than in the 
middle.” 
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When a rosy, but perhaps delicate, woman 
goes to the Turkish baths for the first time she 
is treated by the attendant with only a goat’s 
hair brush. Her soft, pink flesh could not 
stand anything rougher. So the brush trade 
must furnish whet is wanted for every class of 
people and all conditions of life. The married 
woman who has become a constant attendant 
at the baths is rubbed with a brush made of the 
mane of ahorse, It gives a pleasant titilation, 
and brings the warm blush to the flesh, which 
becomes aglow when the towels are used. No- 
thing but a tail hair brush will bring the pleas- 
ureable sensation to the “old stager,” and if a 
goat’s hair brush were used she would proba- 
ably say it tickled her, and ask for something 
harsher. People often taik of camel’s hair 
brushes, but there is no such thing in the mar- 
ket. They are made of squirrel tail hair, which 
is got from the red squirrel of Russia, though 
perhaps the majority of camel’s hair brushes 
are only skunk hair. 


Perhaps every man, woman and child in New 
York uses a hair brush, but not one in a thous- 
and knows where the bristles come from or 
how the brush is made. On entering a factory 
one is struck by the fact that no machinery is 
used. If it werenot for boring holes there 
would not even be a lathe in the whole estab- 
lishment. Every brush has an exact weirht of 
bristles in it. On the benches in front of the 
workmen are scales in which they put the 
bristles which are to form a brush, and then as 
they sew them in, or stick them in holes with 
cement, they gaugethe five or ten ounces of 
bristles so that the allowance wili hold out for 
the entire brush. This is done solely by touch, 
and the brushmaker’s knack is the estimate of 
his skill and salary. They are paid by the picce 
in most places, and unless a brush is correctly 
made they must take it apart and make it 
again. Many earn $50 a week.

Linseed oil is practically in the same position 
as at the date of our last and no change is 
probable until the efforts of the Western 
crushers to perfect their consolidation are suc- 
cessful. In the meantime the market here is 
very firm and local crushers are not anxious 
sellers at 44c. The consuming demand contin- 
ues very good and no accumulation of stock is 
noticeable. The offerings of Western oil are 
not as free as they have been and the holders 
are entertaining firmer views. Since the Con- 
solidated Company was formed thore has been 
considerable speculative inquiry for Western oil 
for forward delivery, and it is probable that 
large sales could have been effected during 
the past week at a slight concession. It is re- 
ported that 6530 bbis sold for March-April deliv- 
ery at 42c and we understand this price was 
afterward refused fora lot for May delivery.

Convention of Flaxseed Growers. 

The convention of the Flax and Hemp Spin- 
ners and Growers Association of the United 
States, which was held in Chicago, recedtly 
took positive action in the direction of de- 
veloping theflax growing and flax manufac- 
turing industries of the United States. 

The following is an abstract of the opening 
address of President Turner: 

An estimate of the average crop of flax 
raised in the world—outside of the United 
States—is 3,300,000 acres. Of this it is estimated 
that Russia produces 2,000,(00 acres. (Flax re- 
port, p. 12.) 

The acreage of 3,300,000 atan average of 325 
pounds of fibre per acre would produce 495,000 
tons of flax, and this at an average of $250 per 
ton would represent nearly $125,000,000, and I 
believe this estimate is a very conservative one, 

Reports of the American flaxseed crop for 
the year 1885 estimate the amount raised at 
12,000,000 bushels, valued at $13,500,000. If 
the average was 12 bushels to the acre you 
must have planted 1,000,000 acres of flax. If 
this 1,000,000 acres had been properly planted 
and cared for, and and you had saved 336 lbs 
of flax per acre, you would have had 150,000 
tons of fibre, which could have been sold for a 
good round sum, LEatimate it, ‘f you please, at 
$250 per top, and you have a total of $37,500,000. 
You may wish to estimate upon a little less 
production of seed, if you consider raising 
flax for the fibre as well as for the seed, buta 
liberal discount from the figures just named 


will leave a sufficient amount to demonstrate 


the possible increased value to be derived from 
the flax crop, 


What have we to show forthe fibre on the 


immense acreage of flax pianted? Almost 


nothing. 


If the estimate of 1,000,000 acres of flax be 
correct, we stand second to Russia in the acre- 
age planted, but we have only India to keep us 
company, as representing the only two coup- 
tries in the world, which raise flax for the seed 
only. 

We raise the flax for the seed, we waste the 
fibre—yea, even have to spend time and labor 
to dispose of the straw containing the fibre: 
and then perchance we wipe the sweat from 
our brows with a linen towel made from simi- 
lar fibre to that which we labor to get rid of— 
the clothin the towel being imported from 
Russia, Ireland or Scotland. Your wheat crop 
commands a low price, you see the accumula- 
tion, you talk of diversified crops, and look 
about to see what the future is to be, yet you 
bind your sheaf of wheat with twine made 
from the cisal of Central America, or from the 
manila of the Phillipine Islands or of these 
fibres mixed,while you throw sway fibre suited 
to make good binder twine. 

I am, however, glad to state that there is 
some binder twine used which is made of hemp 
and also from flax, and hope in the near future 
the twine for harvesting machines may be 
more largely made from American fibres. 

Itissaid by many that flax exhausts the 
soil more than other plants; but if this is so, 
your one million acres of flax must be doing us 
great injury, The exhaustion of the soil I un- 
derstand to be common and applies to every- 
thing raised, but it is the rotation of the crops 
and the renewal of the soil which keeps the 
land in prime condition; 

Spon’s “Encyclopedia of the Industrial Arts 
and Manufactures” says: ‘Analyses of the flax 
plant dried at 106 deg. (212 deg, F,) shows 3,2 per 
cent of ash; this ash contains 2).32 per cent of 
potasb, 10.88 of lime, 10.24 of phosphoric acid, 
It is estimated that the flax grown on one acre 
of jaad extracts from the soil about fifty 
pounds uf alkalies (chiefly potash) and twenty- 
four pounds of phosphoric acid. Almost the 
whole of this might be returned immediately 
to the soil if the refuse of the plant and the 
retting water were utilized.” 

The soil of the Western prairies (in wide 
reaches) is 80 surcharged with the very ingred- 
fentsrequired by the flax plant, as shown by 
the analysis, that 1t is important that they be 
reduced rather than increased. The reduction 
is practical through the cultivation of the flax 
plant, which will grow in the greatest luxuri- 
ance on soilso overburdened with alkali as to 
hinder or entirely bar the cereals. The equili- 
brium of the soil would be restored by sowing 
flax on the sod, and the dreaded alkali would 
be taken up and become a source of wealth. 

May we not look forward to the time when 
we can be exporters of flax?— Boston Bulletin,

Scratch the back of the average oil trader 
and you will find a mugwump. An oil ™ug- 
wump is a disappointed being. Originally he 
may have been a roaring bull or perchance a 
savage bear. The failure of the speculative 
market to touch the dollar mark has saddened 
the erstwhile joyous bull and caused him to 
take another view of life, while the obstinacy 
of values in refusing to sink to and below 70 
cents, has soured the erratic disposition of the 
Operator with bruin like tendencies. 

The only really contented man is the once 
disappointed wump. He plays both sides of 
the marke recklessly, generally the short, and 
usually comes out of the fray with a replen- 
ished purse. He intuitively knows when to 
buy and when to sell. He does not, as a rule, 
handle large blocks of the stuff, but is content 
to scalp a thousand or two. Bulls and bears 
are not deceived by the smooth surface of the 
petroleum sea. Their keen eyes have noticed 
the shadows which for the time are besomed 
on the gentle and undulating ripples which roll 
with a musical sound shorewards. They know 
that a calm precedes the severcet storms. 

They also fear the power vf the manipulator 
and realize that the statistical position has no 
influeuce whatever upon speculalive values. 
The livlier ‘the field the higher the range of 
prices. The market, contrary thing that it is 
seems to sympathize with a declining field and 
values sink accordingly, 

It is indeed a pretty state of things. Brokers 
when asked to give their views on the situa- 
tion have to confess that they are as much at 
sea as the general public. The market is a big 
conundrum and he who succeeds in guessing it 
out is certain to draw a capital prize. Where 
one draws a prize, however, two hundred pull 
blanks. Thus it is in life and 4o it is with the 
market. 

The mugwuop army is continually being re- 
inforced The bull and the bear and the mug- 
wump and the long fleeced lamb, all lie down 
tegether. The bear cannot claw themugwump 
or the bull gore the lamb. A change will come 
presently and then the tender lamb may be 
torn to pieces. 

Meanwhile the Standard, as is usual, when all 
other reasons fail, is credited with holding 
down the market. It is plainly evident that 
until somebody starts the ball in motion, that 
speculation in oil is practically at a standstill. 

The boys will wake up some morning to find 
the greased tiger abroad looking for victims. 
Prices will go up like a rocket or down 
like a stick. When the boom comes 
it will find many, like the historic vir- 
gins, with their lamps untrimmed. It may ar- 
rive to-morrow or be delayed for weeks. But 
it will come, then look out for a picnic.

Oil Companies at Law. 


The Chester Oil Company, of Pennsylvannia, 
has filed a creditor’s billin the Circuit Court 
against the Lakeside Oil Company the Davis & 
Holcomb company, Edward Street, Wilbur W. 
Holcomb, James S. Ramage, F. O. Ketchum, 
George E. Raymond, D. S. Hill, G, G. Hadley, 
J. O. Morse, E. Payson Bradley, and W.R. 
Omohundro. ‘The Chester company represents 
that the Davis & Holc»mb company is indebted 
to it for $6,249.48 for oils; that it did business at 
the corner of Sherman and Taylor streets, in 
this city, from February 26 until April 29, 1885, 
and that on the last named date it transferred 
its property and business to the Lakeside Oil 
Company for the nominal consideration of $30,- 
(00. The complainants say that the Lakeside 
company did not pay the $30,000, nor any sum 
for the property, which consisted of the ware- 
house at Sherman and Taylor streets, the 
ground lease thereof, the fixtures and stock, 
and the good will of the business. It is charged 
that the sale was a sham, and only intended as 
a device by means of which the stockholders 
of the Davis & Holcomb company could change 
the name of the latter to the Lakeside Com- 
pany. The payment of the $30,000 was to be in 
paid-up stock of the Lakeside company, of 
which the individual defendants in this bill 
were stockholders. They were also stock- 
holders in the Davis & Holcomb Company, so 
that they sold the property to themselves, and. 
as stockholders of the Lakeside Company 
bought it of themselves. The bill asks to have 
the Lakeside Company compelled to pay the 
Davis & Holcomb’s Company's debt to the 
Chester Company, and, in case it is not able, 
that the stockholders may be made to do so.—

Wyoming’s Oil Field. 


T. A. Walley, well known throughout the oil 
region, has been interviewed by areporter of 
the Denver Times in relation to the develop- 
ment of the Wyoming oil fields and the prospect 
of extending a pipe line therefrom to the city 
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of Denver, 
follows: 
The opening up of the oil flelds, it is claimed, 
will eventually prove a big thing for Denver. 
The territory in which .the valuable fluid 
abounds is from east to west about 100 miles 
long and ranges from 10 to 75 miles wide, and 
lies north of the rattlesnake hills. Quite a large 
area of this territory is owned by Denver com- 
panies, two of which organizations have plenty 
of capital at their backs, and will, just as soon 
as railway facilities shall be provided, emerge 
from their chrysalis form and develop into ac- 
tive workers. It is claimed that, based upon 
experiments and tests made, the area alluded to 
possesses & practically inexhaustible supply of 
coal oil, of grade and quality not to be excelled 
by that of any other petroleum regions, and 
that time will develop exceedingly rich treas- 
ures in that line. Of course all this wealth of 
oil would be worthless without the means af- 
forded by traneportation facilities being pro- 
vided, and the field might just as well be situ- 
ated in the midst of the boundless steppes of 
Russia or Thibet as in Wyoming. The North- 
western’s advance into the territory will no 
longer permit the lying idle of the invaluable 
lands and Denver, it is predicted, will be a rich 
gainer by the enterprise. In cohversation with 
a principal stock holder in one of the oil compa- 
nies alluded to, to-day, that gentleman said 
that he had learned on good official authority 
that Denver would be made a principal point 
in the caiculations of the Northwestern men. 
He was not at liberty to go into details, but one

thing he was certain about, which was that this* 


city would soon find herself the great market 
for the yield from the oil wells. A scheme had 
been matured and all the preliminary surveys 
made for the establishment of pipe lines or at 
least one good pipe line from the Wyoming pe- 
troleum regions to Denver. The longest pipe 
line in America was between Olean, N. Y., and 
New York,a stretch of 300 miles. The one 
spoken of for this region would be about the 
same length, and he thought it would be a far 
less expensive line to operate because of the 
down grade character of the route selected and 
the cunsequently less need for tanks and 
pumps. With the establishment of this line 
would spring up refineries,bairel factories,ma- 
chine and tool shops, and a ‘‘thousand and one” 
other incidental industries which would give 
employment to a vast number of people and 
create a veritable “Oiltown"’ at the terminus of 
the pipe lines.

Gas and Oil in Ohio. 

On the 25th day of January, 1786,there ap- 
peared in the public prints in Massachusetts an 
advertisement called *‘Information,”’ signed by 
Benjamin Tupper and Rufus Putnam, officers 
of the late Revolutionary army. 

The “information” was in relation to the 
“Ohio country,” then u wilderness. In conse- 
quence of this advertisement and the meeting 
which it called at Boston, the Ohio .company 
was formed, which settled its first colony at 
Marietta, O., in 1788, Marietta has now nearly 
completed one hundred years, and will cele- 
brate her centennial, the centennial also of the 
old Northwest. It isa matter of public interest 
therefore, that just at this time she is about to 
enter upon a career of unusual prospority. 
More than three years ago,while Pittsburg was 
still unconsious of the fact that she had the fuel 
of the future in her supply of natural gas, a 
gentleman well acquainted with the natural re- 
sources of his native State and West Virgina 
demonstrated to and urged upon the business 
men of Marietta the fact that they possessed 
the key to the future manufacturing industries 
of Southeastern Ohio in an unlimited supply of 
natural gas at their very doors. This gentleman, 
a great grandson of General Benjamin Tupper, 
had nearly finished his arrangemepts for fur- 
nishing this gas to Marietta when an unfortun- 
ate accident rendered it impossible for him to 
attend to business. Meantime Pittsburg awak- 
ened from her sleepand adapted her natural 
gas supply to her manufacturers’ needs. After 
two years of delay at Marietta, through the in- 
fluence of thissame gentleman, the Natural 
Gas Company of Marietta was formrd in 1885, 
and at once began operating for gas within the 
city limits. To-day an unlimited supply of 
natural gas is assured to Marietta. 


The facts are as follows: Between the years 
of 1864 and 1874 large quantities of petroleum 
were produced in the oil flelds near Marietta, 
chiefly at Macksburg, twenty miles from the 
city, and at Cow Run, eight miles distant. 
Many wells were drilled, the average depth be- 
ing about 800 feet, which contained gas and oil, 
and others produced gas without oil. Where 
the same well produced gas and oil the gas was 
utilized at the wells for fuel for the engines and 
for light. In time the oil production fell off to 
such an extent that these fields were practically 
abandoned, the wells were many of them left 
open or unplugged, and from these the gas has 
ever sinve been escaping and going to waste. 
After twenty years this supply of gas appears 
to be inexhaustible. About the year 1882 be- 
gan the development of deep oil wellsat Macks- 
burg and in the large oil pool which has since 
been operated there atthe depth of 1,450 feet, 
in what is called the Macksburg deep oil sand, 
unlimited supplies of gas are found, In fact all 
the Macksburg oil wells are flowing wells— 
that is no pumping is necessary to bring the oil 
from under tho ground, but the gas in the 
ground causes the oil to flow out. This field, 
as said before, is not twenty miles from Mari- 
etta, and from it the gas can be brought by 
pipe line at any time if necessary. 


Ten miles northeast of Marietta there are to- 
day two large gas wells; one is called the Min- 
| shall well,and belongs to the West Virginia 
Transportation Company,of Parkersburg, which 
controls 20,000 acres ¢ f land for oil and gas pur- 
poses in that region. This well isin the deep 
Macksburg sand and bas a large quantity of 
gas. Southeast of this well, about the same 
distance from Marietta, is the Whitney & Mor- 
ton well. which carries a heavy vein of gas 
from the depth of the Cow Run oil sand about 
eight bundred feet. At this well one en- 
gine is supplied with gas for fuel, and two pipes 
also conduct the waste gas away from the well. 
These two wells and the territory adjoining 
contains gas sufficient to supply a large manu- 
facturing city for years, and it will be brought 
to Marietta by gas pipe line whenever it may 
be needed, 

But the Marietta Natural Gas Company has 
preferred to explore the territory nearer the 
city, and it has put down gas well No. 1 within 
the city limits, with the result that gas has 
been found in that well in a limited quantity. 
The Marietta natural gas well No. 2, not yet 
completed, within three miles of the city, has 
developed a strong vein of gas at the depth of 
800 feet. 

These wells and others not necessary to men- 
tion, have done all the work necessary to prove 
the fact that natural gas is assured to Marietta 
in an unlimited quantity. In a few months all 
her refineries, mills, foundries, chair factory, 
etc., will be supplied with thisfuel. The devel- 
opments going an in other parts of the State 
may show that natural gas has been universally 
bestowed, but this is in the future. Marietta 
has it assured to-day. This “information” is 
given to the wise. 

Marictta is beautifully situated on the Ohio 
River atthe mouth of the Muskingum. The 
greater part uf the town is located on a broad, 
dry, elevated plain—above the highest floods. 
Above and below her, on the rivers, are the 
finest farming lands, and she is in the heart of 
the great mineral resources of the Ohio com- 
pany’s purchase. Her facilities for transporta- 
tion by riverand by railroad areample. She 
seems destined by nature to become a large 
manufacturing city, and in time to rival Pitts- 
burg herself. Add to these her well-known 
social and educational advantages, her lovely 
elevated sites for homes both in and near the 
city, and itis no exaggeration to say that she 
bids fair to enter her second century a leading 
city of the now old State of Ohio as she was the 
first in the new Ohio of one hundred years ago,

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Theories in Regard to Petroleum. 


Among the various theories in regard to the 
origin of cual oil I venture to propose a favor- 
ite of mine for the last fifteen years, and wil! 
use as an illustration the homely example of a 
barrel of raw sugar, which every one knows 
will harden atthe top by long standing, and 
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proportionately less as you descend to the fluid 
molasses at the bottom. We find the top of the 
barrel at Mauch Chunk. where the coal Jay so 
near the top of the ground that it was quar- 
ried out just like stone, and was just about as 
hard. When the Alleghany Mountains were 
heaved up the strata, originally horizontally 
superimposed, being ferced upward and west- 
wardly, showed a softer (Schuylkill) coal, but 
deeper in the ground, necessitating regular 
mining operations. As we go further west the 
coal softens, and when we get to the top of the 
mountain we find it semi-bituminous (here we 
are half-way down the barrel), and then the 
further west we go the softer it is, until we 
reach the bottom of the barrel in the localities 
where the oilis now found in seams and cav- 
erns inthe rochs. When it finds a deep cavern 
with an entrance at the bottom the oil flows 
into it, compressing the air, confining it in the 
top until the saturation with the oil makes a 
very inflammable gas, under a tremendous 
pressure. When we tap the stream running 
into the bottom of this cavern the expansion 
of the confined gas forms a flowing well. If 
we tap the top of this cavern we have a gas 
well, and it has frequently been found that one 
newly bored has checked a near-by flowing 
well. which was located on the stream running 
into the bottom, the pressure being removed 
by the upward escape of the gas. Perhapsina 
few thousand years the lake of bitumen in the 
Island of Trinidad may harden into a coal 
mine.— Esirnus in Phila. Record.

Russian Petroleum. 


Frequent attention bas heen called to the 
competition of Russian petroleum in European 
markets with American product, and thesteady 
progress made in increasing its use as an illu- 
minating fluid. The following circular re- 
ceived from an English correspondent shows 
how it is being advertised as equal to the best 
American standard white. The writer of this 
circular says:—As the original importer of 
Russian burning oil, I beg to solicit your kind 
orders for parcels lately landed in London. 
This oil bas been tested by the London Petro- 
leum Association, and certified to be prime 
white color—ordinary American is only stand- 
ard white.

I was the first tointroduce the 
Russian petroleum into this country, and 
proof of the recognition of its fine burning 
qualities may be shown by the fact that there 
were imported in the United Kingdom during 
1885, to London, Liverpool, Bristo), Plymouth 
and Bxeter, over 100,000 barrels. Very few of 
the petroleum distributors do get the Rvesian 
petroleum under its own name, but usually 
under some fancy name after the fashion of 
the various American water white oils, ard 
very often blended with American oil to im- 
prove the quality of the latter. Owing to the 
great amount of prejudice which exists with 
regard to Russian oil, and to the hostility of 
the American importers, I am compelled to put 
the real facts before the consumers as well as 
dealers. 1 desire to especially acquaint the 
consumers pf petroleum oil, that my Russian 
oll can always be obtained through the usual 
wholesale oil merchants, and I invite atrial and 
am prepared to sell in market quantittes of not 
less than 20 barrels at 65g cents per gallon, and 
guarantee the good burning quality of each 
barrel. 

In their last circular, Messrs. W. H. Samuels 
& Co. say: There has not been any Russian oil 
imported into this market this year, and the 
large etock now in the port will probably pre- 
clude the importation of further supplies until 
the opening of next season. Whether the low 
prices ruling for American oil willin any way 
affect the supply of Russian petroleum remains 
to be seen, and this seems the only uncertain 
factor in the situation. If a certain large sup- 
ply of Russian petroleum is bound to come to 
Liverpool and other English ports, no matter 
what prices may be ruling in America, lower 
prices may be looked for than have ever yet 
been witnessed; but if on the other hand the 
continuance of low prices in America will 
effectually discourage the shipment to this 
country of Russian oil on a large scale,-it may 
be expected that prices next season will be 
much the same as during the present.

The jobbing demand is very good in all lines 
of drugs with very few exceptions, and the 
volume of business fully equals if it does not 
exceed that of last year at this season. How- 
ever, as dealers have been looking for a much 
larger business they are somewhat disappointed 
over the results so far, and complaints of a dull 
market are frcquentiy heard. With better 
prices than those now current the trade in pro- 
gress would no doubt be considered excep- 
tionally good. But prices do not advance, any 
changes in an upward direction, being confined 
to a few leading articles, while the great mass 
of drugs remain at stationary and not always 
remunerative prices. The changes in the mar- 
ket have been few and not of special moment 
to the trade at large. il of clove is higher 
and sweet orange has also advanced. The only 
important article on the other side is oil of cu- 
beb which is quoted at a lower price.

Opium. 

With the exception that early in the week 
there was an improved demand for future ship- 
ments, with sales aggregating 60 cases for April 
and May delivery at $3, the market since then 
bas ruled very quiet. The bulk of the business 
passing is mainly for broken packages, which 
are procurable at $3 15@3 20 as to quantity and 
holder at which a good jobbing demand is re- 
ported. Fur single cases the price ranges from 
$3 10@3 15 as to teat and holder while for 5 and 
10 case lots $3 05@3 10 ia generally named with 
only a limited demand. Many dealers complain 
about buyers not discriminating tetween what 
was formerly known as the “Simon Pure” arti- 
cle and the “pudding” kind; hence many have 
given up importing the very high test as it is 
impossible to get their money back. Powdered 
opium is meeting with only a_ limited 
demand at $425. Messrs. F. W. Bower 
& Bartleet, in speaking of the London 
market under date of February 27th, say: 
This market continues very fiat, and sales can 
only be effected with difficulty. Fine “soft 
shipping” descriptions continue firm, but the 
demand is very restricted; for the lower grades 
there has been an enquiry, and small sales ef- 
fected at easy prices. Fine Smyrna is scarce 
and firmly beld; retail sales at 10s 6d. Fine 
Beybazaar has not been dealt in; fair to good 
quality is offering at lower rates. “Druggists’” 
seconds have been taken sparingly at 83@9s 6d, 
and manufacturing Salonica at 93 Jd@l0s 3d. 
Persian is unchanged, nothing of importance 
having been done.” 

There is no change in the position of mor- 
phihe since our last report. There are rumors 
current among the trade that on account of 
the low price of opium another reduction in 
prices may come at any moment, although 
nothing definite could be learned at the close. 
P & W are atill quoting $2 75 for eighths, while 
R & 8 name $2 20 for bulk, $2 25 for ounces and 
$250 in vials. K & M quote $215@2 40, while 
prime city makes are procurable at $2 10@2 35 
as to quantity and style of packing. Scotch is 
meeting with an improved demané at prices 
ranging from $2@2 25 as to quantity, brand and 
style of packing.

Caustic soda has been selling well at lower 
prices than ever, but people are prophesying

From the 
Board of Trade returns, railwaysand other 
sources, this would appear to be as far off as 
ever, but it is satisfactory to feel that this 
branch is in a position to profit when favorable 
opportunity arises. Limesalt is slightly easier, 
and sellers evince more disposition to sell. 
Nitrate of soda and sulphate of ammonia have 
maintained recent rates, and holders are disin- 
clined to sell forward except at an advance. 
Sugar of lead and other lead products are de- 
cidedly firmer in sympathy with the metal. 
Caustic soda and caustic ash though not quoted 
lower, may be had here and there at a reduc- 
tion. What with the ammonia process, the 
German competition, and the additions being 
made to works in America, the anxiety of man- 
ufacturers here is not to be wondered at. It is, 
however, satisfactory to note that there has 
been no appreciable falling off in the exports 
last month, as compared with January, 1885. 
Bleaching powder continues steady. 

Minerals are in much the same condition as 
when we last wrote. Perhaps, on the whole, 
it iseasier to effect sales, and buyers seem 
more inclined to contract forward when they 
cover at current rates. It is scarcely conceiva- 
ble for lower prices to prevail for any length of 
time, and on the other hand even a moderate 
improvement in trade would make contracts 
valuable.

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Vaseline and its Makers. 


Several communications bad reached us, says 
the Chemist aud Druggist of London, from dif- 
ferent quarters indicating that some difficulty 
existed in obtaining, either direct or through 
the wholesgle houses, a sufficient supply of this 
now popular article; ard we were told that an 
impression was abroad that the Cheseborough 
Company were purposely limiting the supply 
in bulk in order to force the sale in put-up bot- 
tles, andin the form of pomades, cold cream, 
etc. . 

To know what ground there might be for 
this impression we called at the Cheseborough 
Company’s <fflse and asked for the facts from 
the European director of the concern. In an- 
swer to the question whether they were pursu~ 
ing apy such policy as that attributed to them, 
Colonel Cheseborough most emphatically re- 

lied : 

: “Certainly not. We have been a great deal 
crippled of late in our supply. all of which, as 
you know, we get from New York. First, we 
lost a large shipment at sea. Then, we bad en- 
tered into large building operations in New 
York, works of four times the extent of our 
old ones being in course of erection. Just 
when these were finished a fire occurred in our 
old factory, and then it appeared that the new 
plant, which had been modelled on some novel 
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ideas, would not work, experience proving that 
vaseline could only be properly made by the 
old process. Our exports of 5-lb tins have con- 
tinued to come forward as heretofore, but not 
in sufficient quantity to supply the increased 
demand for our article, and we have been com- 
pelled, as shipments arrive, to distribute these 
Pro rata among the wholesale houses, and ask 
them to give them out in proportion to their 
customers as fairly as possible. We had sixty- 
one cases in a few days ago, which were all 
distributed, Wethink it will not be long now 
before we are in full supply again. but Tam 
not yet ina position to say exactly when this 
will be.” 

“Has the introduction of paraffinum molle 
into the new Pharmacopceia caused an increase 
in the demand for vaseline?” 

“Of course it has; but it has happened unfor- 
tunately just at the time when we could not 
mieet the demand. We think the editors of the 
Pharmacopeia might have given some credit 
to the man to whom pharmacy is indebted for 
an article which is now universally considered 
as indispensable. Mr. Robert A. Chesebrough, 
of New York, has given his time and spent his 
money for many years in the effort to intro- 
duce a mineral basis to take the place of the 
other invtpients now used. We suggested that 
they might overcome the objection to using 
our proprietary word ‘vaseline,’ by calling the 
substance ‘gelatum petrolei,’ or ‘petroleum 
jelly,’ the name we gave it, and indicating the 
character of petroleum jelly to be used by 
stating the process by which it ought to be 
made, and the general characteristics of the 
article,” 

“Have you any reason to think that your 
title ‘Vaseline,’ is infringed by chemists seliing 
under that name other products?” 

¥I can only say that we always take proceed- 
angs whenever we have reason to think such is 
done; but I am not sure that itis altogether 
understood that vaseline is purely a fancy title 
originated by and registered as the trade mark 
of the company for their various preparations 
of petroleum, quite non-descriptive, and un- 
doubtedly our property. 


Spurious Star Aniseeds. 


In the last drug sale a parcel of twenty cases 
Japanese star aniseeds imported from Hiogo 
was offered, and bought in at 35s per cwt., no 
purchaser appearing. This price of 35s is of 
course a fancy one, the real value of the pro- 
duct ‘being indefinable; in fact it is difficult to 
see for what legitimate purpose these seeds can 
have been shipped. Japanese star anise (IUi- 
cium religiosum) first made its appearance on 
the London market about 1879, and actually 
found buyers (for shipment, it is stated, to the 
Continent) at about one-balf the price paid for 
trueseed. Two years ago there was a parcel 
offered for sale made up of true and false seed 
mixed. It is only right to state that the parcel 
on February 4 was not put up under false col- 
ors, being catalogued as“ Japan star aniseeds,” 
and without admixture of any kind. The odor 
of the false seed is not at all anise-like, but 
feebly aromatic. The taste, also, is very dif- 
ferent, from the the true; if a carpel of the true 
is put on the tongue the sweet fragrance fills 
the whole mouth in a few seconds,and the 
taste is distinctly sweet. The false anise, on 
the other hand, bas an odor and taste somewhat 
resembling cubebs, but, if a carpel is split and 
the inner surface of it placed on the tip of the 
tongue, a distinct acidity is felt. 

But even if these impediments to adultera- 
tion should be got over by mixing the false 
with the genuine seeds, or by scenting the for- 
mer with oil of star anise, ‘the mark of the 
beast’”’ would remain, and a little care would 
reveal the sophistication. the carpelsof the false 
seeds being more shrivelied than those of the 
true, and the apical curve sharper and deeper. 
The false seeds never have more than eight 
carpels, and are generally greyish brown, the 
true uniformly dark brown. 

As there is no legitimate use in this country 
for false star anise, it cannot be said to possess 
any market value whatever. It is poisonous, 
and several cases of poisoning by it have hap- 
pened on the Continent. Eykman has isolated 
from it a poisonous crystalline principle, which 
he calls “Sikimin,””—Chemist and Druggist. 
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An Argument For Free Alcohol. 


The Committee on Legislation of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association, have 
issued a pamphlet to the drug trade of the 
United States, giving the result of their canvas 
and research on the alcohol question, taking 
the view that alcohol used in medicine, in the 
arts and for manufacturing purposes should be 
free of tax. ‘We are under obligations to Chair- 
man Alex. H. Jones of Philadelphia for copies 
of the exhaustive report, from which we take 
the following:— 

“As we are one of the greatest grain produc- 
ing countries in the world, we are and should 
be one of the largest makers of distilled spirits. 

About one-half of the distilled spirits manufac- 
tured inthe United States enters into use for 
medicine, the arts and manufacturing purpo- 
ses. Sothat about one-half of the tax enters 
into the cost of manufactured goods baving 
nothing whatever to do with drinking. Hence 
itisa burden on manufacturers and one that 
quite removes them from the sphere of foreign 
competition, and thisin the face of being able 
to produce as good, as cheap and as much alco- 
hol as any country in the world—to say the 
least. 


To illustrate the excessive tax and how it 
burdens the manufacturer: The price of alco- 
hol we will call $2.08 per gallon; a barrel of 
alcohol will contain say 46 gallons; the cost 
would be to the buyer—46x2.08—$95.68. 

The tax on distilled spirits is 90c per gallon. 

Taking commercial alcohol as % per cent, we 
have 94x2~1.88x90c tax—$1.6920 as the tax on a 
gallon of alcohol. 

On a barrel of 46 gis. the tax would be $77.4. 
46 gle.x 1.88 86.48 77.40.

Cost without tax 

A tax of $77.40 on an article worth $18 28, an 
article used in medicine, in the arts and for 
manufacturing purposes, and in every respect 
one perfectly proper to handle, and indispensa- 
ble to druggists and chemists—is a tax that may 
be stated to be, without fear of contradition, 
unjust and excessive, under ordinary circum- 
stances. Hence we find that manufacturers 
for years past have been seeking substitutes 
for alcohol, and so they must and go they will. 

Some have already been found that answer 
very well for certain purposes, and others will 
doubtless be found. In many large processes 
where alcohol was formerly used it is not now 
employed at all. 

Referring to the policy of other countries, we 
cannot now go into details, and even were we 
to do go, it would still be necessary and proper 
for Congress to pursue independent investiga- 
tion, so that it is uncalled for. European na- 
tions do grant exemption from tax, under cer- 
tain regulations, and our Government need 
have no trouble to find out all about it. One 
of three things should be done, either 

1. Abolish the tax entirely, or 

2. Materially reduce the tax rate, or 

8. Enact special regulations for alcohol used 
in medicine, and the arts, and for manufactur 


ing purposes. 
* * + > ” * 


Your attention is further directed to the an- 
noyances that supplement the excessive tax 
rate. 

In the case of merchandise imported from 
abroad, and of foreign manufacture, after the 
duties have been paid, the business with the 
Government has practically ended. 

The importer sells to the wholesale dealer, 
who in turn sells to the retail dealer, who in 
turn sells to the consumer. All this is done, 
without let or hindrance. No questions are 
asked, and the Gevernment officials are entirely 
lost sight of in the daily transactions connect- 
ed with importations. 

Quite different is it with the Excise. 

Goods of home production, such as we have 
under consideration, pay an internal revenue 
tax, instead of acustoms duty, but here pay- 
ment of tax does not end the transaction. The 
relations with the Government continue long 
after payment of the tax,and these relations 
are not of the most agreeable sort. 

It is for those who suffer these hardships to 
protest against their continuance. 

Of their vexatious character scme idea may 
be had from a few statements we shall make, 
in the way of extracts. 

From a letter written by one of the most em- 
inent wholesale druggists in New York: 

“In regard to the liquor dealers’ license, I 
consider it a hardship and great annoyauce. 
We have to take out two licenses, one as whole- 
sale dealers, for which we pay $100 per annum, 
one as retail dealers (selling less than five 
gallons), for which we pay $25 perannum. A 
record of all sales of five gallons and over, we 
are obliged to keep, and make a sworn state- 
ment each month to the Internal Revenue 
Collector of our district that the same is 
correct. We, of course, endeavor to be accu- 
rate, but a clerical error might get us into 
trouble, although as yet we have never had any 
trouble of this kind. If any customer desires 
five gallons, and we have no stamped packages, 
we can only send four and three-quarter gal- 
lons, and if the same party should want three 
gallons in the morning and two gallons in the 
afternoon, we could not furnish both quanti- 
ties the same day—the delivery of one parcel 
would have to be made the following day. 

“You can readily see how annoying these 
little matters are and what relief it would be to 
have the whole thing abolished, I am heartily 
in favor of a total abolition of the tax on 
whisky, and think we should most earnestly 
urge this, and if not able to accomplish it, why 
then make a strong effort to obtain a release 
for manufacturing purposes.” 

Before the civil war, alcohol was as free of 
tax as any other product of this country, and 
there was no restriction whatever upon trans- 
actions. 

Now, we have progressed so far in the direc- 
tion of legislating against our own citizens, as 
to compel them to proclaim themselves liquor 
dealers, by conspicuously located signs, when 
they dealin alcohol. We oblige them to pay 
high licenses for the privilege of selling a legit- 
imate article of commerce, largely used in 
medicine and the arts. We degrade them when 
they sell that which is essential to a business, 
ranking pre-eminently high, and compe! them 
to announce themselves as being in many cases 
what they are not, for a druggist can sell alco- 
hol and yet not be a liquor dealer, and all the 
signs tbat the United States Government can 
nailon his premises will not transform him 
into such, 80 long as he sells alcoh for legiti- 
mate pharmaceutical and manufacturing pur- 


poses. 


One of the oldest and most estimable and in- 
telligent druggists of Kentucky writes his 
views thus: 

“We regard the requirement of liquor deal- 
ers’ license and exposure of a sign announcing 
the house to be a ‘wholesale liquor dealer’ to be 
a great hardship and a disgraceful slur on the 
business. We should have given up all hand- 
ling of liquors and even alcohol, rather than 
submit to so degrading an exhibit, could we 
bave conducted the legitimate drug business 
without it, but that is impossible.”

A Customs Court. 


The committee on Legislation of the Whole- 
sale Druggists Association have embodied the 
following suggestions regarding a customs 
court with their recent report on alcohol. The 
statement goes to show the necessity for the 
establishment of a tribunal for determing rev- 
enue questions, or more precisely the classifica- 
tion to which specific articles of imported mer- 
chandise should be assigned for payment of 
customs duties. 

“The present mode of trying the very large 
number of cases arising under the laws of im- 
posing tonnage and customs duties has been 
the subject of frequent criticism in statements 
made before the Commission by treasury and 
customs officials and importers. In case of 
dissatisfaction with the decision of the collec- 
tor, the law provides for a protest and appcal 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, who hears 
the case and affirms or reverses the holding of 
the collector. The decision of the Secretary 
is final unless suit ia brought against the collec- 
tor to recover back the duties claimed to have 
been illegally or erroneously exacted, within 
ninety days. The crowded condition of the 
docket of the courts necessarily occasions great 
delay in the decision of these cases, and when 
decided, the case, being subject to writ of error 
or appeal, when taken to the Supreme Court 
again findsits placeon a docket incumbered 
by accumulated business, and it is ordinarily 
several years before a final decision is reached. 

Meantime a great number of importations 

have been made presenting the same question 
already in process of litigation, and the impor- 
ter is compelled to pay the rate of duties al- 
ready fixed by the Secretary, and if he desires 
to save the question, must protest and appeal 
and commence his suit to recover back the du- 
ties which be claims have been illegally or 
erroneously exacted fromhim. Thusthecourt 
dockets are further incumbered, and the im- 
porters subjected tothe expense and annoy- 
ance of this added litigation, which is ordina- 
rily determined by the decision of the original 
case. 
Meanwhile, pending the litigation, the mer- 
chancise imported has been sold, and the duties 
paid being part of their cost enter to a greater 
or less extent into the price; and to the extent 
that these duties have been paid by the pur- 
chaser, he is necessarily without relief, so that 
on reversal of the decision of the Secretary, 
the duties refunded (less attorneys’ fees and 
expenses) become an additional profit to the 
importers, wno have protested, appealed, and 
commenced action within the time required by 
law. Pending the liti-ation, there has been 
such uncertainty as to the rate of duty and 
consequent cost of the merchancise as to nec- 
essarily interfere; materially with legitimate 
commercial transactions. 

In the earlier history of the country, when 
importations were comparatively small, the 
business of the Secretary of the Treasury c.m- 
paratively light,and the court dockett com- 
paratively unencumbered, no considerable in- 
convenience seemsto have been experienced 
from this mode of proceeding; but all now 
seem to agree that a more simple and speedy 
method of proceeding is very desirable if not 
absolutely necessary,and we have thought it 
our duty to suggest a change.” 

In favoring this suggestion you will be in ac- 
cord wich “the National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers,” the Manufacturing Chemiste’ 
Association of the Unite States,” and other 
commercial bodies.

Canvassing for “Ads.” 


A discouraged advertising solicitor of a con- 
temporary has written out his experievce of 
one day in attempting to raise some pocket 
money, and from his notes we take the follow- 
ing to show the difficulties which some canvass- 
ers have to encounter when they are connected 
with unpopular papers: 

“Noticing a pleasant-faced gentleman stand- 
ing at the door of a decidedly aristocratic look- 
ing establishment, I accosted him with, as well 
as I was able to command it. the air of I- was- 
just-passing-and-thought- you-might-have-an- 
advertisement - laying - aruund - loose -waiting- 
for-some-one-to-come-along-and-see-to-it-for- 
you. But somehow or other, despite the easy 
grace with which I proclaimed my wishes, I 
am convinced he was perfectly well aware that 
I was new to the business and that he was my 
first victim. With a reassuring smile he re- 
plied very graciously: 

“We never advertise;’ then, with a wave of 
his plump, white hand, he called my attention 
to a large placard on which was emblazoned in 
gilt letters: Our customers are our advertisers. 

Of course after that there was nothing for me 
to do but to bow myself out. I could not ex- 
pect the man to advertise when he had no occa- 
sion te, It was not likely. Thus, consoling 

myself for my first failure,I entered a large 


store and inquired if the gentleman of their ad- 
vertising department was within. 

Yes, that is the gentleman, right over yon- 
der,” obligingly pointing out a bald-headed 
individual. Keeping my eyes fixed upon that 
particular smooth-surface cranium as well as 
its erratic movements would allow, I elbowed 
my way toward it and succeeded in gaining its 
owner’s attention, but hardly had I pronounced 
the foremost T in advertisement when, casting 
a hurried glance at some memorandums in his 
hand, he commenced to edge away, with: 

“Very busy—some other morning—haven’t 
time at present,” and before I could recover 
trom my astonishment at hissudden excessive 
business, he had boarded an elevator and was 
rapidly ascending from my view. The next 
advertising gentleman I approached, after 
shortly informing me that his advertising ar- 
rangements were all made, coolly turned his 
back upon me and commenced to add up a col- 
umn of figures. As the rear of his head afford- 
ed me rather a barren outlook, I concluded to 
waste no more time on it. Atanother place I 
was informed that the gentleman of the adver- 
tising department was a lady, and after being 
elevated to what appeared to bethe attic re- 
gions and waiting some half hour, I gained the 
extra explanation that the lady bad no author- 
ity and that the gentleman who had was out. 
It struck meas asingular coincidence that so 
often the man I sought had just gone up stairs, 
and when the ever-obliging elevator gentle- 
man had assisted me to a-rive there, that the 
object of my search had just gone down stairs, 
or was out tolunch, According to the various 
statements these hard-to-interview men are in 
the habit of lunching anywhere from 9 o’clock 
in the morning until 5 in the afternoon. 

It is wonderful what a chance this canvass- 
ing for advertisements gives to study human 
nature; to get right at the pith of it as it were. 
With what a pland smile I would at first be re- 
ceived; it seemed to say “If there is anything in 
this store that you require command me, Iam 
at your service,”’ but then, presto! the word 
advertise possesses the power of harlequin’s 
wand to transform. The bland smile disappears 
and in its place arises an expression which reads 
something like: 

“Heavens! another one of them!” or “ Really 
I cannot be bothered in this way.”’ 

This sudden change gives one rather ashock 
at first, but after awbile you kind of get to ex- 
pect it and feel like Pat,agreeably disappointed 
if itis not forthcoming. Yet in my peregrina- 
tions that day of my initiation into the myste- 
ries of canvassing. I did meet with those who, 
even when they learned my errand, aud did not 
care to accept my services, were still most 
courteous, simply because, being innately gen- 
tlemen, they could not be otherwise. As I have 
always been of what you may call a venture- 
some disposition, I voncluded to beard the lion 
in nis den, in other words, solicit an advertise- 
ment from a well known extensive establish- 
ment. I found myselt confronting a—a party 
who had just come up what appeared to be the 
basement s‘airs. To hisrather short “Well,’’ 
I stated I should like to see the gentleman of 
the advertisement department. This brought 
forth another “Well.” Surely, I thought, this 
cannot be the advertising representative of so 
illustrous a firm. However, I briefly mentioned 
my business, whereupon this party withdrew 
into a sort of a ticket office, and 
whispered something to a slightly taller 
edition of himself, which edition ad- 
vancing toward me, propounded, ‘*Well,” the 
initial word of the shop I presume. Strange, 
as my eyes rested on this twig of this great 
branch house, and noted his cutaway coat 
cream satin tie, mounted o’er by an elaborate 
scarf pin, and the peculiar stride of his nether 
pinnings, the odor of sawdust assailed my nos- 
trils. Could it be that the lay figures this es- 
tablishment uses are stuffed with anything so 
plebian? I argued. Impossible! and yet some- 
how its aroma was unmistakab'y brought to 
bear upon my senses. But while I am debat- 
ing the point, the second edition wasinforming 
me that: 

“We do not advertise much—aw—here—aw.”’ 
And from the ticket office seemed to come the 
echo: “We're English, you know—aw.” 

All the blood of my Yankee ancestors uprose 
within me as I shook this shop's sawdust, meta- 
phorically speaking off my feet. The fact that 
they were English was enough to establish 
their supremacy over all others in their line. 
They did not require anything else to attract 
customers. And yet, for so insignificant a race 
as we Americans are, we have not done so 
badly. Even we can boast of having produced 
a Fern whose works have been read through- 
out the length and breadth of the land. 

My next call was upon a gentleman who did 
not think “we,’’ the we pronounced very large, 
“cared to advertise. In fact,”’ hesaid, ‘life was 
too short to puzzle his brain thinking up adver- 
tisements to catch the public eye,” I agreed 
with him. There are brains that it does not do 
to trifle with. They require tender handling, 
for at the least effort they are given to evapo- 
rate. This ended my attempt at canvassing for 
advertisements. On summing up my day’s 
work, I found that I was out 15 cents for car 
fare, 50 cents for lunch, had worn the heels of 
my best boots crooked in my travels to and 
fro, and had not succeeded in gaining one ad- 
vertisement. But to offset all these disadvant- 
ages, I had become possessed of an insight into 
human nature not to be obtained in any uther 


way: and as I have great faith in perseverance, 
I feel sure I shall yet make my mark, if not ex- 
actly in the advertising line.

TUESDAY EVENING, March 9, 1886. 

The past week has been a quiet one as re- 
gards the demand for heavy chemicals. The 
ice in the rivers has caused considerable delay 
in shipping goods to the West, consequently 
all the lines have mure than they cando. The 
general improvement in values reported abroad 
for all grades, has not been shared in here with 
the exception of caustic soda and bleaching 
powder, which are both firmer, Soda ash is 
quiet, and the same may be said of sal soda. 
Arsenic ig weak and dull under large arrivals. 
Blue vitriol is higher, and the same may be said 
of brimstone, while nitrate soda bas been quite 
active. With the return of pleasant weather a 
decided improvement may be Jooked for all 
around, as stocks in consumers’ hands are ge-n- 
erally very light. Mr. D. B. McCulloch in his 
circular under date of Liyerpool, Feb 2%, says: 
“The chemical market is steady, the low prices 
of alkalies having induced a good demand and 
the close is firmer, Salt cakeis iower. There 
has been more doing in soda ash, with a con- 
siderable business in caustic soda. Bleaching 
powder is in short supply and hardening. Chlo- 
rate of potash neglected. Montreal potashes 
have declined. Tartaric acid is better, being 
now Is 94d@1s10d in London. Citric acid 
quiet at the advance. Nitrate of soda is dull. 
Sulphate of ammonia has advanced 2s 6d@5s 
per ton, owing to bears covering their sales for 
February, but there is no improvement for 
future delivery.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent, of the va- 
rious Liverpool makes under a light demand is 
rather slow of sale at the moment. Values, 
however, show but slight change from our 
previous report. The ice in the river retards 

the delivery of goods to a considerable extent 
Stocks do nut show any accumulation; on the 
contrary, some brands are very scarce. The 
sales comprise 50 tons at 132}4@l 45c as to 
brand and quantity. High test is in the same 
position, with only a moderate demand re- 
ported at 1 25@1 27}4c asto make, quantity and 
holder. Messrs Kobert Crooks & Co, in speak 
ing of the Liverpool market under date of Feb 
26, say: *““Market is steady, and prices are well 
maintained at the recent reduction. Both car- 
bonated und caustic ash 48 per cent, are ob- 
tainable at 13 32d, and for round lots possibly 
makers might be induced to shade slightly. 
Some makers are fully booked up to the end of 
next month.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent has ruled very 
dull since our last, notwithstanding the reports 
which have 2ome to band trom abroad of large 
sales for America. The stocks here are ample 
to meet all requirements, many of the paper 
mills are now running on BM alkali in place 
of the usual ordinary ash. There have been 
several inquiries in the market for parcels to 
come forward during the spring months, be- 
yond this very little has been done. The sales 
comprise 50 tons at prices ranging from 127K%@ 
156c as to brand and quantity. High test is in 
the same position with only a light demand re- 
ported at 1 25@1 2744c as to make and quantity. 

New Castle soda ash, 48 per cent, under re- 
ports of a stronger market abroad isa shade 
higher here, although no improvement in the 
demand is perceptible, and it is doubtful if a 
round lot could be placed trom dock even ata 
shade under 1}4c. Buyers having adopted of 
late the stylo of purchasing only us their cur- 
rent wants may require, rarely do they exceed 
these quantities unless some inducements are 
held out to do so. There are many reports cur- 
rentamong the trade about troubles that are 
expected among the glass manufacturers and 
their blowers which, if it shouid occur, would 
no doubt have a depressing effect on the mar- 
ket. The sales comprise 75 tons at 144@1 27e, 
as to brand and quantity. High test is stsady 
at our previous quotations of 144@1 27kce, but 
for around lotthere would be no trouble to 
shade the inside figure. Should the reports of 
a firmer market abroad be followed by an in- 
creased demand there,an early improvement in 
values here may be expected zs holders are not 
anxious sellers at current figures. 

Alkali 36 per cent is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand at 1 20@1 25c as to make and 
quantity. For BM 48per cent there has been 
afairtrade in progress at 130@1 324¢c as to 
quantity with sales of 150 tons within the 
range. The arrivals of high test B M have been 
quite free during the week; stocks, however.do 
not sbow any accumulation as the bulk is gen- 
erally under contract for consumption. For 
shipments over the year there has only been a 
moderate demand with sales of 250 tons re- 
ported at 1}4c, while for a lot ‘of 20) tons for 
shipment 120c wasnamed. In a jobbing way 
there have been sales of 150 tons at prices 
ranging from 144@1 30c as to quantity; also £0 
tons of “Eureka” at 1 224@l 25c as to quapti- 
ty. The other high test refined alkalies are 
very quiet at the moment; the high price de- 
manded restricts business to a large extent. 
The price ranges from 140@150c as to make 
and quantity. 

The stock of prime high test bleaching pow- 
der is becoming again quite limited for prompt 
delivery, for which holders are demanding full 
prices. The reports from abroad indicate an 
improvement in that market which has a ten- 
deney to stiffen values here to a more or lesg 
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extent. There have been several contracts 
placed for shipment over the year among the 
paper makers st prices ranging from 1624%@ 
1 65c as to brand, quantity and date of delivery, 
while for spot parcels for prompt delivery 
there have been sales of 1£0 casks at prices 
ranging from 1524@165c as to brand, qnantity 
and holder. Messrs Robert Crooks & Uo in 
speaking of the Liverpool market under date 
of Feb 25 say: “Bleaching powder is firm at £6 
7s 6d and supplies for prompt shipment are in 
very small compass. This price has been freely 
paid in some quarters "’ 

Caustic soda 60 per cent is not active though 
a fair consumptive demand is in progress at 
2 65@2 75c as to quantity and date of shipment 
The arrivals of high test have been quite free 
during the week, the bulk, however, being un 
der contract for consumption. The reports of 
a higher market abroad has caused holders bere 
to advance their pretensions and at the close 
2 47c was the lowest named for prompt ship- 
ment, while some are asking 24¢c. On the other 
hand buyers are still holding aloof and con- 
tinue to offer 2 40@? 4244c for March and April 
shipments whick so far have been declined. It 
is reported that 600 dms had been placed for 
shipment at 2 4ic, besides this there have been 
sales of 550 dms at 2 45@23gc as to quantity and 
holder, also 175 dms 74 per cent at 2 45@2 4744c 
as to quantity. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. in 
speaking of the Liverpool market under date 
of February 28,say: ‘*Caustic soda in the pres- 
ence of a good demand from the home trade 
and the continent, has advanced to £8 103 for 
70 per cent, which figure has been paid today 
for spring delivery. American buyers still 
hold aloof. For prompt delivery we quote: 60 
per cen5 £7 78 6d@7 108; 74 per cent, £9 7s 6d; 76 
per cent, £11 10s@L! 12s 6d.” 

Sal soda English has met with an improved 
demand during the week with sales of 75 tons 
reported at 90@9%5c as to brand and quantity. 
Cables received to-day reporting the Newcagetle 
market as being firmer has caused holders 
here to offer parcels for shipment rather spar 
ingly, even at 9J@9-l¢c as to quantity. 

Sal soda American is meeting with a godd 
jobbing demand which has a tendency to re- 
duce stocks in makers hands. The sales com- 
prise 150 tons at prices ranging from 90@95c f o 
b less 144 per cent for cash as to quantity and 
style of packing. 

Salt cake under reports of a lower market 
abroad, is meeting with an improved demand 
for foreign makes, The sales comprise 125 tons 
at 60@b24c, as to test and date of shipment. 
Domestic makes contioue steady at 65@70c, as 
to make. quantity and date of delivery. Late 
mail advices in speaking of the Liverpool mar- 
ket say that salt cake has gone a littlc lower, 
and it is not expected to recover much unless 
there be a reduction in the make, about which 
a meeting isto be held. 27864 and 283 taken 
for prompt, andthe demand is small; 31s has 
been done for the year, and acontract bas been 
made at even les: than this. There is some in- 
quiry for the Continent again, but it is believed 
that the makers there bave combined witha 
view to keeping out English cake.

Standing to the debit of property remains at

The Glycerine Trade. 


The reporter of a Boston paper has been in- 
terviewing an expert on glycerine making with 
the following result: 

“The consumption of glycerine for medicinal 
Puposes, arts and manufactures has greatly in- 
creased in the past few years,” said a Liberty 
Square merchant yesterday afternoon. 

*‘As you are probably aware,” he continued, 
“crude glycerine is the by-product of the man- 
ufacture of candles. Tallow or other animal 
or vegetable fats are saponified, with the addi- 
tion of water, under heat and high steam pres- 
sure, in closed tanks. The neutral fats sepa- 
rate into fatty acids and glycerine, which lat- 
ter remains dissolved in the water. The 
solution of glycerine thus formed is concen- 
trated and sold to refiners. Some of the latter 
in order to cheapen the process of refining, 
bleach their half refined product by meane of 
vegetable or animal charcoal. This absorbs the 
color and also some of the acids still in the gly 
cerine, rendering it for a short time inodorous 
and almost colorless; but the seeds of further 
decomposition are not removed,and in time the 
acids still contained in the glycerine oxydize 
and the glycerine becomes ‘off-color.’ It should 
properly be distilled until the last trace of im- 
purities is removed, when the glycerine be- 
comes chemically pure, inodorless and color- 
less. 

“How many manufacturers of glycerine are 
there in the country?” 

“I know of but five, three in Cincinnatti, one 
in New York andone in Philadelpbia. Competi- 
tion bas sharpened the wits ot ourmanufactur- 
ers and resulted in many improvements in ap- 
paratus and manipulation—so many, in fact, 
that you would hardly recognize as glycerine 
the first article of that name produced in the 
country. There are also numerous foreign 
glycerines, principally German, in the market. 
I will tell you an interesting fact in regard to 
glycerine. 

‘“*When concentrated glycerine is applied un- 
diluted to a chapped or ulcerated surface it 
produces a burning sensation, which to some 
persons is almost unbearable. The reason is 
glycerine has a strong affinity for moisture; it 
takes it from the skin and thus gives rise to 
the burning sensation. If a small quantity of 
water is added to the glycerine before it is ap 
plied this unpleasant effect will be observed 
but little, if at all.’ 

**What are the principal uses of glycerine?” 

“It is used in the manufacture of cenient, 
soap, blacking and many other articles, and in 
the improvement of wines. According to the 
investigation of Pasteur, Nessier and Pool, it is 
a component part of wine. It does not ferment 
or take part in the process of fermentation, ac- 
tively or passively. These valuable properties 
have given it a firm hold in the improvement 
of wines. As soon as wine has passed the fer- 
mentation the valuable functions of glycerine 
commence, for by its aid any desirable degree 
of sweetness can be imparted to the wine with 
out the risk of spoiling it or producing further 
changes. Glycerine is also largely used in pre- 
paring leather, and by tobacco manufacturers 
to keep tobacco from getting dry. These are 
but a few of the almost countless uses to which 
it is put.”’

Oil in Storms. 


The United States Hydrographic office 
(Bureau of Navigation) has published a very 
remarkable little pampblet (No. 82) by Com- 
mander J. N. Bartlett, U. 8. N.,on the “Uses of 
Oil to Lessen the Dangerous Effect of Heavy 
Seas.”” The pampblet contains nearly a hun- 
dred trustworthy statements from as many ex- 
perienced sea captains on the wonderful effi- 
cacy of the use of oil. That oil possessed, even 
in small quantities,the power of preventing 
the heaviest open-sea waves from breaking, 
was believed by sea-faring men centuries ago; 
but the belief seemed_to belong to the world of 
superstition, and d‘d not receive much serious 
scientific attention until very recent years. 
Now it bas been established, beyond all doubt, 
that the use of oil is of the greatest imaginable 
importance to navigation; and we even find it 
recommended that every vessel be supplied 
with oil tanks adapted to the special function 
of lubricating a rough sea. Nothing but actual 
experiment on a very extensive scale could 
have convinced the world of the value of oil in 
this connection; but the pampblet of Com- 
mander Bartlett represents a vast experience 
under the most trying circumstances. There ig 


no difference of opinion among the many vet- 
eran sailors as to the valuc of oil; the only 
question is what oil {is best. Some captains al- 
lege kerosene oil to be satisfactory; other im- 
agine it to be too light. But the testimony is 
greatly in favor of even the tightest oils. On 
the other hand heavy oils, to which some give 
the preference, seem to fail under certain con- 
ditions. Here is an example :— 

“The British steamship North Anglia, from 
St. Jago, Cuba, to Philadelphia, on Jan. 6, en- 
countered a terrific gale. The vessel was 
brought head to wind, but the high seas broke 
over the rail and kept the deck flooded, ‘Capt. 
Mumford stationed a man in each closet for- 
ward to pour sperm oil down the pipes. This 
oil became thick as soon as it struck tbe water, 
and did no good. Oakum was then dipped into 
paint oil, and it was allowed to drip into the 


pipes. The decks then became as dry as in fine 
weather. The oil was used from 7 A. M. until 
4P.M.” 


The most remarkable fact is that so vast an 
effect as that of stormwaves cin be overcome 
with such insignificant means. We hear of 
large vessels being saved from foundering by 
the use of one gallon of oilan hour! Perhaps 
the best way, however, to interest the reader 
in this phenomenon, is to quote some of the 
most singular of Commissioner Bartlett’s ex- 
amples:— 

“The steamship Thomas Melville left Balti- 
more in February, 1584. Running before a gale 
from the westward, she was constantly board- 
ed by heavy seas. Two canvas bags were 
made, punctured in many places with a sail 
needle, and filled with oil. These bags were 
hung over the bows and allowed to drag in the 
water. The seas no longer came on board, 
One gallon of oil lasted several hours.” 

. * . * * 7 * 

“Capt. Mitchell, commanding the English 
steamer Mentmore states that on his voyage 
from Baltimore to Liverpool during a heavy 
westerly gale he used oil-bags with remarkable 
effect. He hung one forward and one aft. The 
ship had been rolling heavily and taking large 
quantities of water on deck, butina few min- 
utes after placing the bags over the ship’s side 
she rode quite easily and shipped no more 
water.” 

. * * +. * 7 

“Capt. W. H. Hill reports that while on board 
the schooner Elizabeth, bound from New York 
to New Berne, N. C., he got into a heavy gale 
off Hatteras; wind northeast, heavy sea. Coulda 
not clear the Diamond and had to scud through 
Hatteras Slough, The sea boarded the vessel 
and took the bulwarks away. Fearing for the 
vessel's safety, oil was poured over the stern, a 
littleatatime from an ordinary stone jug. 
This at once smoothed the surface of the sea, 
making it partake of the nature of a ground- 
swell, and the Elizabeth went on without ship- 
ping any more wacer. A brig, seeing the 
smooth water astern of this vessel, steered for 
her wake and ran through under close-reefed 
top-sails, keeping in the smooth water.” 

* . * * * 7 

“Capt. Mumford, of the British steamsnip 
North Anglia, in October, 1834, during a burri- 
cane had his main-wheel gear carried away,and 
was obliged to steer aft. A navy clothes-bag, 
punched irregularly with a needle, was partly 
filled with five gallons of lard oil, andthe mouth 
sewed up. This wasslung by a span from the 
ends of the mast so as to ride opposite to the 
center of it. The whole apparatus was put 
overboard with sixty-five fathoms of line, the 
steamer being at the time under a close- 
reefed triangular mainsail. It tended three 
points off the weather bow, keepjng the 
steamer within three or four points of the 
wind. The motion of the waves working the bag 
caused the oil to squirt out through the need'e- 
holes, so that the heaviest combing seas were 
immediately smoothed on coming in contact 
with the oil, and reached the vessel more like 
ground swells than waves due toa severe gale.” 

“Capt. Amlot, of the British steamer Barrow- 
more, reports that on spproaching the sbip 
Kirkwood, on January 24, in Jatitute 60 deg. 
41’ N., longitude 21 deg. 00’ W., the sea was very 
heavy, but he noticed that around the wreck 
the sea was much smoother, and discovered 
that the crew of the Kirkwood, to prevent the 
waves breaking over them, bad broken out the 
cargo of canned sulmon and were pouring 
the oil from the cans into the sea,” 

These statements are evidently reliable, and 
they represent only an insignificant part, as to 
truth, of the evidence accumulated by the 
compiler of this valuable document, which 
ought to be widely distributed among the 
mercbant marine.—Ezchange.
